with their calendars full of bills. Un- 
less the house and senate put on 
more steam that step .will soon be- 
come necessary, as most of the real 
chores of the session are still ahead 
of the solons. 


Last week saw the junior college 


question disposed of when the lower 
chamber passed the senate bill, S. 
F. 1, and the senate quickly con- 
curred in the house amendments. 
The income tax may came to the 
front within a few days, as its ad- 
vocates are trying to get action fiom 
the committees on revenue and tax- 
ation in both branches. They recog- 
nize, however, that it will be an/up- 
hill fight in view of the pronounced 
sentinent which exists against new 
taxes of any kind, and especially 
since the record of the state of Wis- 
consin was presented.

EGG BILL URGED 


AS PROFITABLE 


McCracken Thinks Law 


Would Add $5,000,000 


To State Income. 


Passage of H. R. 397, providing 


facilities for closer regulation of egg 
candling would add five million 
dollars annually to Nebraska's in- 
come from eggs, O. V. McCracken, 
chief of the state bureau of foods, 
drugs and oils in the department of 
agriculture, believes. 


Although conditions in Nebraska, 


according to Mr. McCracken,. are 
ideal for poultry, poor handling of 
eggs in the state results in heavy 
importation of eggs from other 
states and causes Nebraska eggs to 
bring below average prices on out- 
side mark.ts. 


The proposed new candling law, 


introduced in the house by Repre- 
sentative F. J. Klopping of Wayne, 
has already passed the house. Ne- 
braska now has statutes requiring 
candling of eggs, but the present 
statutes in the opinion of Mr. Mc- 
Cracken lack facilities for enforce- 
ment of such inspections. 


The house measure would provide 
a method of keeping track of com- 
mercial dealers in eggs and thus, 
the food bureau chief feels, an 
easier way of checking on the 
candling. 
.Nebraska eggs, according to Mr. 
McCracken, are bought on the Chi- 
cago market at .as much as 8 cents 
less per dozen than is the case for 
eggs bought from states where they 
are handled better. 


Little grading of eggs is done in 


Nebraska, according to Mr. Mc- 
Cracken, although state : id federal 
agencies have been urging such ac- 
tion. Dirty eggs and ones with thin 
shells should be used by the farmers, 
Mr. McCracken says. "They are just 
as good eggs for food purposes but 
they do not market as well." 


Proper handling of candling reg- 


ulations, Mr. McCracken thinks, 
would free Nebraska from a repu-

Challenging the jurisdiction of the 
court. George T. Brown of Tecum- 
seh filed a racial appearance in 
District court Saturday to the peti- 
tion filed by Rose Brown asking that 
she be found to be his common law 
wife and as fiuch entitled to one- 
half of his $60,000 estate.

1929. while he 
was visiting George T. Brown at 
Tccumseh he was requested by Mrs 
Brown, or Rose Knight, as lie says 
she was known to mm. to aid her in 
buying property for a home in Mis- 
souri. Tins he did. he claims, upon 
his return to Hopkins. It is alleged 
that Rose Knight then moved to 
Hopkins-and has lived there contin- 
uously since that time. 


Other affidavits are attached from 


county and city officials of Hopkins 
and Nodaway county. Mo. relative 
to the assessment of taxes, transfer 
of deed to the Missouri property 
and records of the vote of "Rose 
Knighf cast in the November 
1930. election. 


In her petition Mrs. Brown claimed 
that she -was induced by George T.!

ridge. 


Harmon, born in 1755, was a di- 


rect lineal ancestor of Mrs. Han- 
nah Jacobs Starks and Mrs. Rhoda 
Starks Hanson, former residents of 
Coleridge. The trunk: has -since 
been in the possession of the local 
chapter of D. A. R. here. 


Family history has it that Har- 


mon enlisted in the spring of 1775, 
serving under Colonel Ethan Allen 
and Seth Warner. He was a mem- 
ber of the 
Revolutionary armies 


that captured Forts 
Ticonderoga 


and Crown Point. He was also in 
the battle of Bennlngton. 


The trunk, now a family relief, 


was Harmon's campaign chest. He 
transported his personal belong- 
ings in the trunk during the cam- 
paigns of the war.

Hoc Values Decline. 


CHICAGO, March 21—(I. N. S.) 
—Increased receipts and poor ship- 
ping outlet influenced a break of 
30 to 40c in hog values here this 
week. 
The supply of pork on hand was 
reported comparatively large and 
wholesale prices lower. These fac- 
tors also dominated the trade. 
Lightweights topped at $8.10 late in 
the week and the best heavy at $7. 
The general market is $2.75 lower 
than a year ago. 
The market for steers was erratic 
during the week, but at the fin- 
ish values for practically unchanged 
for the Saturday to Saturday per- 
iod. Outlet for dressed beef was 
smaller. 
Top for the week was 
$10.85 for choice heavy weights 
steers with the bulk at $7.50 to 
$950. 
Cows and heifers closed 25c low- 
er, reacting from the high points 
early in the week. Cows moved at 
$4 to $7 and the bulk of heifers at 
$6 to $9.35. Calves were as much 
as 50c lower earlv in the week and 
at the lowest point in 20 years. The 
decline attracted some support and 
values closed stronger. Late top 
was $8 50 
Lambs touched $9 65 at mid-week, 
the highest level since last Decem- 
ber in sympathy with a better out- 
let for the dressed 
product, and 
lighter receipts. Later t r a d e r s 
turned bearish and looked for re- 
cessions, but the general market is 
still steady to 25c higher than a 
week ago. Top kinds finished the 
week around 935. Heavy classes 
ranged from $8 50 to $8 75. 
Receipts for the week were 44,- 


000 cattle, 156,000 hogs and 83,000 
sheep, against 36,000 cattle, 129,000 
hogs and 96,000 sheep last week. 
Arrivals for this week a year ago 
were 32.000 cattle, 99,000 hogs and 
90,000 sheep.

AMENDED MEASURE 


State Representative Clint Mit- 
chell of Lancaster county repudiated 
one of his own bills in the Nebraska 
louse Saturday, after it had been 
-rimmed up in a manner that dis- 
pleased him, and tried to have it 
killcdrbut was unsuccessful in doing 
so 
Neither was he permitted to 
withdraw his name as its introducer. 
The measure was H. R. 106, re- 
quiring county boards to "construct, 
jravel. and maintain" mam streets 
;hrougl- villages of 1,500 population 
or less, to connect with roads in- 
cluded in the county highway sys- 
tem, using money taken from the 
county's share of state gasoline tax. 
The first amendment, sponsored

Hunt's suggestion, another change 
was voted, making it optional with 
the county board as to the gravel- 
ing.

AT OWN RISK 


Stimson Cancels Special 


Passports on Hoover's 


Instructions. 


Order Follows Hearings 


Last Month ( Before 
House Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 21—(I. N. 


S.) — Under explicit instructions j 
from President Hoover. Secretary of 
State Stim.son has issued an order 
to all American diplomatic and con- 
sular officers directing, them to re- 
fuse visas to persons holding dip- 
lomatic or special passports for en-, 
try into soviet Russia, it was re- 
ve'aled today. 
No American official, on offiqlal 


business or otherwise, or private in- 
dividual entitled to the courtesy of 
a special passport may use it even 
to cross Russia enroute to another 
country. 


Any member of congress entering 


Russia would do so at his own risk, 
it was pointed out. 
The order followed closely the 


hearings last month before the 
house wavT and means committee 
and the senate finance committee 
on Russian embargoes. There was 
considerable discussion among the 
house group in executive session 
amout desirability of a sub-commit- 
tee going to Russia this summer, 
and a joint resolution under which 
this might have been done, passed 
the house, but failed in the senate 
when the session ended March 4. 


While the state department has 
no physical control over individuals 
holding special passports, including 
members of 
congress, American 


consular officers abroad have the 
right to take up the passports with- 
out assigning a reason. 


Special Passports Issned. 


Special passports are issued to 
senators and members of the house 
for travel abroad without reference 
to whether they are on official mis- 
sions or not. But to departmental 
officials and clerks including trade 
commissioners and commercial at- 
taches of the department of com- 
merce, special passports are issued 
only for official business. 
The Stimson order is probsjbly 


the most drastic issued for the con- 
trol of passport use since,the war, 
and was promulgated directly 
on 
instructions from the president. It 
came more than a year 
after 


Charles C. Hart, minister to Persia, 
crossed Russia on the way to his 
new 
post. 
The Hart incident 


aroused the department at that 
time without any action resulting. 
In effect the order may not pre- 
vent members of congress .interested 
in Russian recognition going to that 
country, but it is apt to discourage 
them, and at least hamper their 
travels considerably. 
What 
actuated 
the 
president 


caused much speculation in Wash- 
ington. 
Mr. Hoover was described, how- 


ever., as having "decided views" on 
the subject of Americans going into 
Russia. 
Coming about the time Stimson 
was preparing to interest himself 
in Russian affairs more than he 
had in the past, the order aroused 
particular interest, and definitely 
disposed of any suggestion that 
recognition might be accorded In 
the near future.

are concerned, Sorensen says they 
are under the direction of the state 
game and park board and the gov- 
ernor cannot control their 
work, 


except as chairman of that board 
with the sanction of a majority of 
its membership. 
No Control Over Game Deputies. 
The attorney general suggests 
that the state sheriff could confer 
powers of law enforcement on dep- 
uty game wardens by* commission- 
ing thenuas his own deputies, but 
would have no power to direct their 
movements, since they are subject 
only to the orders of the game and 
park board. 


Further co-ordination could be 


brought about, Sorensen points out, 
between the agencies of law en- 
forcement, fire inspection, and high- 
way patrol if the state sheriif 
should deputize his own men for 
work along the other lines, thus 
making the entire force a mobile 
one whose members could be'used 
for any of the different kinds of 
work, as occasion might require 
their services. 
There are six deputy state sher- 


iffs, six -deputy fire marshals and 
inspectors, and three highway pa- 
trol agents. This makes a total of 
fiften men available now for law 
enforcement duty, subject to Gov- 
ernor Bryan's orders. 
If the law 


were changed to give him control of 
deputy game wardens also, it would 
increase the potential personnel of 
the law enforcement dvision to more 
than thirty men 


How Governor Views It. 
In response to a newspaper man's 


query, Governor Bryan said he ex- 
pects to carry out his plan of plac- 
ing deputy fire marshals and state 
highway patrol officers under the 
jurisdiction of the stete sheriff's 
office, so that they can be utilized 
in the pursuit of criminals 
when 


needed, and that he believes he can 
do this without the enactment of 
special legislation, since those'men 
are in departments under the gov- 
ernor's control and he has general 
authority to make such transfers 
and co~solida.tions as he may deem 
proner within those departments. 


However, Mr. Bryan thniks it will 


require an act of legislature placing 
specific authority in his hands to 
draft deputy -vame wardens for law 
enforcement duties under the state 
sherffs direction, since these depu- 
ties now work under the direction 
of the state game and park board, 
of which the governor is only one 
member and chairman. 
"It might be done by acquiescence 


of the board, but the change should 
be made permanently through an 
act of the legislature," said the 
governor.

Causes of the existing unsatisfac- 
tory situation must be sought else- 
where. 


Primarily, the lack of any definite 


legislative program may be blamed. 
Those who are 
supposed to be 


leaders of the house and of the sen- 
ate might get together early in the 
session and formulate a comprehen- 
sive schedule toward which the work 
of the chamber^ would be directed; 
but this is never done. Each cham- 
ber goes its own way, and as a rule 
individual members pursue their 
own pet projects while ignoring the 
larger interests of the whole state. 
Tills is true alike of members 


from the cities and those from rural 
territory. Almost everybody is trying 
to "put something over" that will 
help 
his own line of business or 
help his business and political 
friends to get what they want. 


Lawyers in the legislature devote 


themselves in great part to lawyer 
bills and those 
in 
which their 
clients are . interested; bankers do 
the same; farmers try to get spe- 
cial exemptions from laws that other 
people must comply with; and so 
on. All this makes a hodge-podge of 
what should be an orderly program. 
Pleasure Before Business. 


Much of the foregoing applies, of 


course, to all legislative bodies and 
is in no sense peculiar to those of 
Nebraska. But there 
are 
specific 


points in which the lawmaking sys- 
tem of this state appears to be de- 
ficient, 
and to which corrective 


processes should be directed. 
One glaring fault noticed in all 
sessions of the Nebraska legislature 
is the slowness in getting legislative 
machinery to work. Members come 
to Lincoln apparently bent on hav- 
ing an all-winter picnic. Entertain- 
ments on every hand, free tickets to 
the movie houses, and the like seem 
to make them forget that they are 
here for work and not for a good 
time. 
The capital city extends its hos- 


pitality to them and they proceed to 
enjoy it. Later, committees go on 
trips over the state to the different 
institutions stopping at each place 
for a good feed. In their daily rou- 
tine while in Lincoln, some farmer 
legislators accustomed to rising at 
4:30 
or 5 o'clock in the morning lie 


abed at their hotels until 8 o'clock 
or later, getting up just in time to 
snatch a little breakfast before go- 
ing to the capital. Even then, they 
are often late for roll call. 
All this is very human, and not 
particularly to the discredit of the, 
solons; but it gets them nowhere in 
the matter of dispatching the busi- 
ness for which they were elected. 
The result is "A long session and a 
gay one."' 


Oratory Clogs the Wheels. 


In spite of the social and amuse- 
ment distractions that surround the 
senators and representatives, they 
might still be able to make good 
progress by buckling down to their 
work a few hours each day with the 
determination to get through it as 
soon as possible. But this is not done 
until most of the session is gone 
and the pressure becomes so great 
as to drive them to the task. 
In the house, so many members 
talk anywhere from six to a dozen 
times a day that much of the time 
is taken up with their oratory, in- 
affective though it may be. Every- 
body knows who these members 
are. Few votes are ever changed by 
what they say, but still the words 
continue to flow, 
follows another. 


Thus, one day 
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The senate is different. Only now 
and then do its members engage in 
extensive debate; nor is there so 
much haggling over small and in- 
consequential things as in the 
house. But the senate, in other ways, 
contributes its share to the do- 
nothingness of the legislature. 


For example, during the first 
month or more of the session, it 
meets for only a short while each 
daj;, skipping many of the after- 
noons and always adjourning from 
Friday to Monday, while the house 
sometimes stays on the job Satur- 
days. Right now, the senate is four 
days behind the house in the count 
of legislative days, this difference 
marking the number of Saturdays 
when the house worked while the 
senate was loafing. 
' 
The Bill Factory. 


Every representative and senator 
is privileged to introduce as many 
bills as he pleases. To help thein in 
that regard the legislative reference 
bureau was created. It stands ready 
to draft bills on any and every con- 
ceivable subject that a legislator 
thinks he might wish to offer. The 
constitution of Nebraska allows the 
first 20 days of the legislative term 
for their introduction. During that 
period the bill factory adjunct of 
the lawmaking department runs at 
hieh speed: but the rest of the ma- 
chinery does not get geared up until 
a long time afterward. 
The house, by meeting on Satur- 
days, got two jumps ahead of the 
senate this year and ;aed up its 
twenty davs first. Becauae of that 
fact, the final flood of bflls engulfed 
the senate, where otherwise it would 
have .been divided between the two 
branches. 
While the main weakness of the 
house is its penchant for lots of 
chin music, the senate wastes part 
of its tame in kicking up quarrels 
with the' governor. It did so two 
vears ago. with Governor Weaver, 
and it repeated the act this year 
with Governor Bryan. 


A favorite trick of the upper 
chamber/ which slows up the ma- 
chinerv everv now and then, is to 
paw or kill a bill, then reconsider 


, and back up on it. and finally do 
i just the opposite of -what it did the

state penitentiary and women's re- 
formatory. 


Objections to the amendment are 


likely to come from two sources. The 
most avid dairy leaders are. not 
strong for the amendment as it re- 
duces the scope of the measure they 
sought in their interest. Others are 
opposed to the amendment feeling 
that part of the state's institutions 
should not be discriminated against. 
On the other hand, there is a sub- 
stantial block of votes in the senate 
which feels that prisoners at the 
state's penal institutions are treated 
too easily. This group can be ex- 
pected to support the amendment. 
While the bill is not expected to 


cause the debate that ensued over 
the 15 cent a pound oleomargarine 
tax, some objections to the measure 
are anticipated. The bill is one of 
the first to be discussed in commit- 
tee of the whole Monday. 


Other Disputed Bills. 
Three other bills now on general 


file will probably be reached Mon- 
day or Tues'day which are provoca- 
tive of serious discussion. 


One is S. F. 207, introduced by 
Senators Pitzer and Van Kirk which 
calls for establishment of a state 
police system. Another is S. F. 249. 
introduced by Senator Easton, to 
permit Nebraska near-beer manu- 
facturers to use the same de-alcohol- 
ization process that is used in ad- 
joining statfes, a measure which is 
opposed by the W. C. T. TJ. 
The third measure provocative of 
real difficulty 
is Senator Henry 
Schepman's S. F. 33, much amended 
in the senate highway committee. 
This is the bill to increase truck li- 
cense fees and to control length, 
width and weight of trucks, and 
busses. 


Oppose Hieh Truck Tees. 
It is likely to meet difficulty from 


two sources. Rumors have been cur- 
rent around the (a'pitol that rail- 
road lobbyists have had a major 
hand in drafting the revisions of the 
bill, one of the chief features of 
which is a sharp increase in fees for 
commercial trucks operating outside 
local communities. This is causing 
some feeling favorable to truckers 
which may tend to modify the bill. 
truck men claiming proposals would 
practically drive them from ' the 
highways. Despite the belief that 
railroads have helped to frame the 
bill, there is a strong sentiment that 
truck and bus license fees should be 
raised so that they will pay a fairer 
share of the maintenance cost of the 
highways. 


Still another measure' for early 
consideration which is likely to 
cause trouble is S. F. 93 by Scott. 
This bill was reported for indefinite 
postponement by the railroad com- 
mittee but was saved on the floor of 
the senate through Scott's efforts. 
It is designed to assure fuller crews 
on mixed freight and" passenger 
trains.

MILLION LOOMS 


Possibility of Tax In- 


crease is Again Be- 


-ing- Discussed. 


Income Returns Below 


Last Year; Need More 


For Vet Loans." 


WASHINGTON, March 21—(UP) 


—Reflection of the business depres- 
sion in continued decreases In in- 
come tax collections placed empha- 
sis tonight upon the difficult finan- 
cial position of the government, and 
caused revival of discussion of a 
rjossible tax increase. 
On the basis -of income tax pay- 
ments for the first quarter during 
the past week, it appeared that 
total collections for the first quarter 
would run between $450.000,000 and 
$475.000,000, as compared with $628,- 
000,000 for the first quarter last 
year. 
The government faces this drop 


in revenues with a deficit of more 
than $500,000,000 in prospect. The 
treasury also must get $200,000,000 
more for the veterans loans and 
within the next two months must 
meet some $80,000,000 in outstanding 
obligations, all of which will require 
the floating of new issues. 


Decrease of $149,000,000. 


A decrease of nearly $149,000,000 


in collections for this quarter to 
March 19 was disclosed today in 
treasury figures. Total collections 
for the first quarter to. March 19 
this year were $303,247,993, as com- 
pared with $452,317,860 for the cor- 
responding period last year. 


March collections this year aggre- 
gate $239,123,981. as compared with 
$384,853,426, a decrease of more than 
$145,000,000. 


This indicates March collections 


will not run over $300,000,000. Col- 
lections for the fiscal year begin- 
ning July 1 are nearly $227,000,000 
less than for the corresponding 
period last year. 


None Too Encouraged. 


Secretary of Treasury Mellon will 


be able early next week to announce 
an estimate of collections for the 
first quarter. He and other treas- 
ury officials are represented as 
none too encouraged over the out- 
look. The daily treasury statement 
today showed them that the deficit 
stood at $628,000,000. This will be 
reduced by income tax collections. 


There is much talk now about the 


possibility of an income tax increase 
by the next congress, but no one is 
openly, advocating it because of its 
political Implications. Some express 
the hope that an improvement of 
business will avert the necessity of 
an income tax increase by spurring 
collections. 


Still Facing Sizeable Problem. 
It has-been explained that emer- 


gency appropriations will not be 
necessary at the next session, but 
the announcement of Secretary La- 
mont that there were 6,050,000 un- 
employed in January is regarded 
generally as showing the country 
still faces a sizeable problem. 


If an increase in taxes should be 
made, the administration group will 
demand that it be an increase in 
surtaxes of the wealthy.

Teachings such as these, Stevens 
argued, are behind a movement in 
the United States to enthrone the 
power of congress and dethrone the 
power of the Supreme court to in- 
terpret the constitution.

he fainted again. I called for help 
and again was told to keep my 
mouth shut. 
"Finally, Guard Beasley said to 


Coakley, whose arm* were blue by 
this time: 'As soon as you stand 
up I will take you down,'" 
Johnson further testified that 


after the guard released him he 
held Coakley up until his arms were 
unlocked. Then he said he wrapped 
a blanket around his cellmate sat 
him up in a corner. He tried to give 
Coakley water, but the man was si- 
lent, he said. 
• • 
"In your ooinion, was Coakley dead 
when you put your arms under his 
and lifted him up so that the hand- 
cuffs could be unlocked," Represent- 
ative M. L. Bray, a member of the 
committee, asked. 
"I believe so, his expression, never 


changed after the time I lifted him 
up." Johnson replied. 


Ambulance Delayed Half Hour. 
Half an hour later, Johnson said, 


the deputy warden came in and 
called an ambulance which did not 
arrive for another half hour. How- 
ever, when the doctor examined 
Coakley in the cell, he pronounced 
the prisoner dead, Johnson declared. 


The guard Beasley, who preceded 
Johnson on the stand, denied that 
the convict had requested medical 
attention. Beasley further contra- 
dicted Johnson's testimony by de- 
claring he realized Coakley was 
very ill, that he took him down, 
wrapped him in a blanket and gave 
him a sip of water. The prisoner 
was alive, he declared, for his eyes 
were open and he was breathing at 
that time. 
Father Weir told the committee

He also blamed 
unrest within the- prison walls on 
the parole board and read a con- 
vict's letter, which he said was re- 
sponsible for the smuggling of nar- 
cotics Into the prison. Before- read- 
ing the letter Rev. Mr. Whitmeyer 
had torn off the names ot the 
signer and the addressee. 
The letter read: 
"Conditions here certainly are hot, 
so hot they are taking the monkies 
for a ride right here in the prison. 
They put on goggles and disguise 
themselves and do they give them 
a lacing:, and I mean a lacing. From 
ten to twenty-five stitches. And 
there is stuff, (narcotics) in the 
joint. But I want to get out. I 
have been here five yeatrs and there 
is no way to be sprung unless some- 
body' lays some tea leaves on the 
line. Five centuries ($500) -would 
work wonders." 


As a result of the clerics' testi- 
mony the investigating committee 
decided to call the board of parole 
before it Monday.

to be 125 or more children attend- 
ing school in these districts, whose 
fathers pay no tuxes on account of 
their exemption while In the mili- 
tary service. 
* 
The same situation, to a less ex- 


tent, prevails at an army station in 
northwest Nebraska. There are also 
a number of army engineers work- 
ing on water surveys and Missouri 
river navigation plans which makes 
them temporary residents of Ne- 
braska. For the children of all these 
the stale will hereafter pay tuition 
at $1 a week in the grades and $3 
a week in high schools, the money 
going to the districts where they 
attend. 


Groups in Lincoln wid Omaha. 
Twelve officers of the regular 


army are now living in Lincoln 
under assignments made by the war 
department -,s military Instructors 
at the University of Nebraska and 
for the national guard of this state. 
Four non-commissioned officers of 
the R. O. T. C. are also on the local 
staff. In addition there Is a recruit- 
Ing officer for the army and one 
for the navy, who have offices in 
the federal building. Headquarters 
for the 355th infantry regiment of 
U. S. reserve forces are likewise 
located there, in charge of an officer 
who has several aides. 
The combined army and navy 


population here, including the fami- 
lies, is probably fifty or more, of 
whom at least twenty-five are chil- 
dren of school age. The average 
tuition may be figured conserva- 
tively at $54 a year for each of the 
pupils attending high school and 
grades. This would bring a total 
revenue of $1,350 a year to the Lin- 
coln school district from the state 
of Nebraska, under the terms of 
H. R. 445. 
Omaha, with its seventh army 


corps area headquarters, has a con- 
siderably larger army and navy 
population and will draw a cor- 
respondingly greater sum from the 
state Its share will probably ex- 
ceed $5,000 a year, aside from, the 
Fort Crook population. 
In the whole state there are no 


fewer than 150 army and navy offi- 
cers and 1,000 or more enlisted men. 
If there are 1,000 children in their 
families (most Of the enlisted men 
being unmarried) the annual tuition 
cost to the state school fund will be 
upwards of $50,000.

Ketchel in their great 32-round duel 
in Frisco; how he rushed out to 
"hedge' tnat bet when Ketchel was 
pasting Thomas in the third and 
ho-v, as the tide of battle ebbed and 
flowed,

Stanley the winner, Goodwin found 
that he had wagered close to $15,000 
in an effort to protect his original 
$100 wager.

It is easy enough to recognize 
that sensation, but very difficult to 
convey the idea to some one else. 
That is the reason that so many 
"discoveries" are made. They are 
nearly always old ideas dressed in 
new clothes.

O, in hitting a golf ball, there 
are things to be done by both 
the right and left hands. That the 
stroke is a two handed affair and 
that neither hand can do the job 
alone does not need to^be demon- 
strated. 
Yet it is worse than useless, In 
talking to 99 percent of the people 
who play golf, to attempt to describe 
exactly what a careful study has 
revealed to be the proper functions 
of the two hands. They simply do 
not go about it that way. They 
swing by feel and not by absolute 
control. 
. 
What they need to be told is 
what they should try to do, not 
what they actually accomplish. 
Occasionally, one runs across a 
person who can be told what to do 
with his right hand who will be 
able to do it. But there are infinite- 
ly more persons who have to be led 
to this ideal by another route.

HE right hand is a very diffi- 
cult factor to control in a golf 


swing, because it is working more 
or less "on the loose," with no 
anchor to hold it down. Those peo- 
ple who say that the right hand 
packs more power than the left 
may be correct, but the trouble :s 
that the average person cannot help 
using his right hand, and he needs 
to be told to use his left. 
It is the old question of feel 


every time a man swings a golf 
club. One always has to attack it 
from the angle of what the player 
should feel that he is doing, rather 
than of what he should actually do. 
It is not hard to show that the 
besetting sin of the vast army ol 
golf players is a failure to hit 
through with the left hand; a 
tendency to permit the right to 
overpower the left. So the man 
who had discovered that he coulc 
play better golf when he could 
"keep his right hand out of the 
stroke," had really hit upon, the 
feel which he ought to have. 


HAD found that he did no' 


need to think about using his 
right hand—that it was going to 
come in anyway—and that the only 
thing he need worry about was the 
left, seeing that it did not fold a] 
and quit before he had hit t?ie ball.

VICTIMS OF SEA 
BLAST ICEBOUND 


Desperate Effort 
Made 


to Reach Rescue Ship 


With Supplies. 


ST. JOHNS. N. F., March 21—(U. 


P.)—The survivors of the wrecked 
sealing ship Viking remained ice- 
bound aboard the steamer Sagona 
tonight, while the government ship 
Prospero made, desperate efforts to 
reach them and relieve the 
food 


shortage on the overcrowded ship. 


A volunteer party from the Sa- 


gona, carrying blankets, stretchers, 
and stimulants, set out this after- 
noon an a valiant attempt to cross 
several miles of ice to Horse island 
and relieve the twelve survivors of 
the Viking who remained there. Six 
of them were too badly injured to 
walk and must be hauled to 
the 
ship. A gale was blowing, piling up 
the ice ina solid pack around the 
Sagona and against the island, mak- 
ing it impossible for the ship to 
move, and dangerous for parties 
•with sledges to cross the broken ice. 
Henry J. Sargent. Boston, the only 


one of the three Americans aboard 
the Viking who was rescued, was 
sitting up aboard the Sagona today 
for the first time, and.was consid- 
ered entirely out of da'nger. Scores 
of radio messages were .piled up on 
the mainland, waiting transmission 
to him.

Sponges and Woods 


Presented Museum 


Donation of the Dr. W. L. Curtis 


Philippine islands collection to the 
University of Nebraska museum is 
announced today by Dr. E. H. Bar- 
bour, chairman of the department 
of geology raid keeper of the mu- 
seum. 
The collection was given to the 
university by Miss Martha Curtis. 
now of Grand Rapids. Mich., where 
she is connected with the Kent 


Scientific museum. It was secured 
by Dr. Curtis, her father, in the 
Philippine islands during the yean 
1905-1907. 


A number of venus flower baskets, 


a form, of sponges which as pre- 
served specimens resembled spun 
glass lace, are outstanding features 
of the collection. They are a foot in 
diameter and are pure white. 


Twenty-four samples of various 


•woods found on the islands, trim- 
med and labeled in uniform style 
with both popular and scientific 
names, the rostrum of a large saw- 
fish, and the enormous tail of a 
stringaree are other specimens in 
the collection. 
The tail, five feet long, is par- 
ticularly interesting because of the 
six-inch serrated spine on the end 
of it which the stringaree uses as a 
weapon of defense when attacked. 
The stringaree, found in the south 
seas and near the Philippines, is 
dreaded by bathers and shore fish- 
ermen because of the dangerous 
wound which it can inflict by jab- 
bing the spine into any intruder.

Work Too Important to Sacrifice 


For Increasing,Demand for Relief

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The past year with its unemploy- 


ment and general business depres- 
sion has been a trying period for 
everyone, but

business has carried a greater load 
and sacrificed more than family re- 
lief casework, according to 
Miss 


Ada Barker, secretary of the so- 
cial welfare society. With the great- 
ly increased demands for relief, the 
society has had to curtail its serv- 
ice and rehabilitation efforts, and 
Miss Barker believes that such cur- 
tailment is a "penny wise, pound 
foolish" policy, although

"The chief aim and purpose of so- 


cial work is to help maladjusted 
persons to adjust themselves in the 
best manner possible to their en- 
vioronment," says Miss 
Barker, 


"thus helping them to help tern- 
selves and become normal sell-sup- 
porting members of their commu- 
nity. 
During the winter months 
just past., however, the number ot 
families requiring food cloting and 
fuel has been so great that family 
relief agencies have been overtaxed 
just to supply material relief alone. 
Society must pay for the effects oi 
this condition. 
"The average person thinKs oi so- 


cial work as the giving of alms.'' 
she continues, "but it is not that at 
all Social work, to justify its name. 
must be both preventive and cura- 
tive. 


Kehabilitation Work. 


As an example of social work, 


Miss Barker cites a case handled 
by the social welfare society in Lin- 
coln. When the society discovered 
the case it found a pennilness and 
sick 'man, his man, his wife and 
four children. The man was suffer- 
ing with spinal 
trouble and the 
long-endured pain had caused hira 
to lose a grip on himself. He want- 
ed to die. 
The society's caseworker first sup- 


plied the family with 
food 
and 
clothing, and then began an eigh- 
teen months' rehabilitation sen-ice. 
Through co-operation with the or- 
thopedic hospital the man's spinal 
trouble was corrected. The case- 
worker then induced him to learn a. 
trade through the aid of the state 
vocational educational bureau. He 
was sent to a trade school to learn 
a mechanical trade, while in the 
meantime the social welfare cared 
for the wife and children. In due 
time he returned and secured a job 
in a garage. The family is now 
normal happy and self-supporting. 
If the family had been supplied 
merely wtih food, clothing and fuel, 
without the rehabilitation 
service 


rendered by the caseworker in co- 
operation with certain organizations 
in the community, they would still 
be dependent and a. burden upon 
the citizens of Lincoln. 
Miss Barker gives the following 


excerpts from an article by Robert 
W- Kelso, secretary of the St. Louis 
community chest, appearing in the 
March issue of the Survey, to show 
the pndicament the caseworker 
has found 
herself in this winter 


and the aftermath that may be ex- 
pected: 
"In any of our sizeable cities the 


doorway of each family relief so- 
ciety is beset by a constantly 
changing group of the ragged ant 
forlorn. Inside, the old waiting room 
has been enlarged to take in a pace 
of the hall, and even the boarr1 
room has folded up its lateral com. 
forts and stands by to afford ver 
tical necessities.

. "In every corner of this availabl 
space, some seated, some standing 
are grim-men 
and 
disillusione 


women, waiting their turn at th 
receiving desk. Above the low hum 
of conversation may be heard no 
and again tthe sharper note of 


f this attempt to identify and to 
onslder some of the professional 
ispects of social work in this emer- 
ency winter. 
"This young lady at the 
desK, 
ho still no doubt-carries some nat- 
ral freslmess on her 
chees, is 
opping. from one case to another 
t a rate far in excess of her ca- 
acity for routine. As a consequence 
he is all hot and bothered. In her 
redicament she has not even the 
dvantage of that numbness in her 
lients which characterizes the dis- 
aster victim; for her applicants are 


ot persons who have been burned 
ut by a great conflagration, or 
vho have fled an earthquake or a 
attle area. 
They are only folk who are being 


gradually squeezed to death in the 
lut-cracker of our industrial sys- 
em- They are observant and crit- 
cal; for has not the pulpit with 
ervor explained their misery; and 
as not the daily press hinted that 
f the rich do not give to these 
hungry citizens they will come and 
ake it? Then why should a mere 
ocial worker ask them when they 
ast had a job and whether, there 
were any relatives who might help? 
What's the point in saying that 
hey can't have help if they hare 
jo children, just because the money 
won't go 'round, and the fellow 
with the kids comes first? Why do 
anything except give them what 
hey ask? 


Correctly Trained. 


"Now this same girl is a recent 


graduate of a school for social work, 
[•here she has studied the theory 
of social relations, social surveys, 
social statistics and the social as.- 
pects of disease. She has 
taken 


courses in the problems of person- 
ality; in the adjustment of wrong 
social relations. She has been filled 
with the fear of alms and doles as 
pauperizing and anti-social pro- 
cesses. Case work, which she 
can 
unerringly define as the adjustment 
of individual to his surroundings, 
with the highest degree of protec- 
tion and advantage to the commu- 
nity, ajid with the greatest happi- 
ness to himself—this has been her 
great aim. in social work, and so 
'ar as she knows the only legitimate! 
aim. She has been warned that 
the public is ill-informed and some- 
times old-fogey in its ideas, but her 
clear inference has been that the 
profession of social work is chang- 
ng all this and must shortly, "un- 
der right leadership, forever put 
an end to old theories of unthink- 
ing and degrading doles. 
"What a shock thent to find the 


public is criticising paid service in

Consumption of Gasoline. 


The gasoline consumption of an 


automobile is controlled by the 
throttle, and tests prove that no 
;wo people drive alike. One person 
takes a long stretch of road at about 
30 miles an hour and holds this 
speed. Another motorist speeds up 
his car to 50 miles and then drops 
back to 15 and then up to 45 and 
then back to 30. The former or 
uniform driver will get just about 
one-third more miles per gallon of 
gasoline. It takes gasoline to run 
an automobile fast. 
It also takes 
more gasoline to run a car .when 
constant stopping and starting are 
necessary. Muddy roads and rough 
roads use more gasoline also. The 
most economical gas consumption of 
most cars is when they are running 
along as a constant speed of around 
20 to 25 miles per hour. Fast, reck- 
less driving, speeding up and then 
"slapping on the brakes", is not 
only dangerous, but hard on the gas 
tank. _ 


Whatever ones favorite grip on

To Get Car Out of Mud llolc. 
When the car becomes stalled in 


a mud-hole or in a "dugout" of 
soft sand, it is a poor policy to 
speed up the engine and "jump" the 
clutch. This causes the rear wheels 
to spin and they only sink deeper, I 
making it still harder to get the car 
out. 
Try this plan — open the 


throttle just far enough to keep the 
engine going and then slowly en- 
gage the clutch. Nine times out of 
ten the rear wheels will get traction 
and move out without further dif- 
ficulty.

FIRST PACKARD 


TO BE HONORED 


Antiquated Machine Will 


Be Put on Display at 


Lehigh University. 


The first Packard car ever built, 


old Model A-l, "born" November 6, 
1869 has been taken from its rest- 
ing place in the factories of the 
Packard Motor Car Co. and shortly 
will take an honored place in a 
great university building left as a 
gift to his alma mater by the late 
J. "W. Packard 
Model A-l, after being repainted 


and polished and equipped with a 
new set of tires, was taken out to 
the Packard proving grounds for a 
run on the test track. A turn or 
two of the starting crank showed 
the piston and cylinder of the one- 
cylinder engine In perfect condition 
with no leaks in compression. New 
dry cell batteries were all the motor 
needed to run. Provided with these 
it started with the first turn of 
the crank. 
The veteran Packard WM wheeled 
out onto the concrete speedway, 
Vice President E P. Roberts took 
hold of the shovel handle tiller and 
started chugging down the track. He 
was traveling almost twenty miles 
an hour. 
At the quarter mile mark Model 
A-l roiled to a stop, its motor dead. 
Roberts as he tinkered with the old 
car recalled the horseless carriage 
of thirty years ago. "When a ma- 
chine quit back in those days It was 
always ignition trouble," 


After a few minutes a loose con- 
nection on the ignition coil was dis- 
covered. With repairs made in a 
few seconds Model A-l started out 
again chugging a steady fifteen, 
miles an hour. It made the circuit 
of the track and the veteran motor 
was kept running for more than an 
hour before it finally was shut off. 
The old car is to be loaned to 
Lehigh university from which J. W. 
Packard obtained his engineering 
degree. It is to be placed in a 
case in the entrance of the school's 
new engineering building as * 
monument to Mr. Packard whose 
endowment to the uiuvcrsity mada 
the big structure possible.

Just as I reached 
the door Mrs. Bowles turned to the 
right—she swayed back, crumpled 
and fell. I thought she had fainted, 
and I tried to grab her.

And Eugenics Both Answered

VATICAN CITY. March 21—(I. 


N. S.)—The answers of the Roman 
Catholic church to two important 
questions regarding the education 
of youth and eugenics were given 
in a decree published by the holy 
office today. 


The first question asked whether

The holy office stated that the only 
methods of handling this problem 
approved by the church were set 
forth in the papal encyclical of De- 
cember 31.

1925-193P, at Columbiona-on-Lake pegiccts w end tne game by a dou- 
Georse. * beauf.iful estate nrnvinori ble- °nlv_ to see it lost to one or 


The Doubling Game. 


This is played,as follows: 
An agreed unit is staked upon 


the game. At any time during the 
play, when either player considers 
that he has attained a position of 
advantage, lie. may, after his op- 
ponent has completed his move and 
prior to throwing his own dice 
double the initial stake. If the op- 
ponent thinks his chance of possi- 
ble success top slight, he refuses 
forfeits the original stake, and the 
game stops. Should he think that 
his advantage may be only tem- 
poral y—and, in 
this 
game 
one 


lucky throw may completely change 
the outlook—he accepts the double 
and the game proceeds. The option 
of redoubling rests with the player 
who has last been doubled; -the 
original doubler, no matter how 
much his advantage may have in- 
creased, may not again, successively 
raise the' stake. Thus the player 
who is at a temporary disadvantage 
cannot be "raised out"; he can at 
least play .the game out, and have 
a run for his money, at no greater 
expense than he has already as- 
sumed. Shuold the luck shift, how- 
ever, to the side of the player who 
was doubled, he, in his turn, may 
now 
redouble, 
quadrupling 
the 


original stake. The opponent must 
now either accept or forfeit 
the 


doubled, stake. And so it goes; as 
one sice or the other obtains the 
advantage, 
the 
stake 
increases 
arithmetically, theroetically indefin- 
itely, but actually it ,is rare to see 
more than five or six doubles. 


Protects Unfortunate. 


Nevertheless, while the stake may, 
and does, increase so long as for- 
tune hangs in the balance, a play- 
er always knows that, if luck fails, 
he can carry on to a, conclusion 
with a maximum risk of only twice 
what he has already staked,—or, 
indeed, at no further risk, if his 
opponent was the last to double. 
This feature uniquely protects the 
unfortunate. 
Thus, the quiet, historic old game, 


which Dean Swift once termed the 
only game a clergyman can con- 
sistently play," has been equipped 
with a variation which has had a 
sudden, and apparently irresistible 
appeal to that large class v;ho are 
habitual seekers after "action." 
But this variation has added 
something beside "action" to the 
jame itself. Just as contract has 
required from, auction players a 
nore exact analysis of the possibili-

;ame has emphasized to the Back- 
jammon player the vital import- 
ance of ability, at all times, to cor- 
rectly appraise the relative positions 
of the opposing sides.

Effective Doubling-. 


The opening moves are indicated 
within a. small margin of choice, it 
s demonstrable that variation be- 
yond that margin' will be disad- 
•antageous in the long run; subse- 
quent tactics have a reliable basic 
juide in the consideration of the 
odds about the possible succeeding 
throws; the safest method of end 
play may be comprised in a few 
simple rules.' Therefore, by -having 
n mind the opening formulae, the 
odds against the various throws, 
and common-sense precaution in 
throwing off, a player may evince 
a mechanical execution which, it 
would be difficult to criticize at any 
given point—and yet, if" he lacks 
udgment 
in 
his 
treatment of 
doublng, his game will be but vani- 
,y and vexation of spirit when the 
>core is settled. 


Effective doubling requires a lit- 


;le psychology and an appreciation 
of timing, as well as ability to 
;auge relative 
position correctly. 


There comes a time when the play- 
er's advantage should be capitalized 
>y a double, but if he delays, say, 
merely one throw, he may be so far 
ahead that the doubler will de- 
cline. He may suddenly leap into

Know When to Decline. 


There is only one quality at 
Backgammon more desirable than 
judgment in doubling, and "that is, 
judgment in declining a double. 
Lacking statistics, a fair -guess 
•would oe, that five times more is 
lost by unsound acceptance than 
should be gained by sound offer- 
ing. 


Unsound 
acceptances seem 
to 
spring from a combination of poor 
judgment and hurt feelings. Many 
players seem to think that a double 
is a challenge to their physical 
courage. Aeain, there is a large 
class who will fight their luck'to 
the bitter end. encouraged by some 
hazy idea about "gameness."' Then 
there arc the players, who will 
never drop a pair of deuces when 
a jack pot is opened, who realize 
that the 
odds are desperately 
against them, but who will always 
contribute on the chance of seeing 
a miracle. And. of course, one of 
the great fascinations of the game 
is. that the miracle sometimes hap- 
pens. In fact, where a pair of dice 
are the final dispensers of fortune. 
rules of play based on mathematical 
probability are constantly triumph- 
antly flouted. 
When Should Doable Be Offered? 


A rash double is simply putting 
a 
weapon into the adversary's 
hands, so the doubler should be 
satisfactorily ahead. Ftor instance. | 
the player should be able if. early 
In the game, he has been able to 
establish two of the three major 


true, the lead is slight, but it should 
last. 
When Should Double Be Accepted? 


Early in the game, or not at all 


—provided the double is based on 
an indisputably advantage position. 
Twenty yards handicap in a half- 
mile race may be overcome: in the 
hundred, it is hopeless. Of course. 
it does not follow, if the necessary 
shot is a 17-1 chance, that it must 
be preceded by sixteen failures,— 
it may occur at once. But the field 
of opportunity for the.unusual les- 
sens steadily as the game draws to 
an end. 


Some players accept an unfavor- 


able double on the theory .that they 
are 
thereby obtaining •attractive 


odds. That is, if Black doubles, 
White's original stake is -orfeited 
unless he accepts. But, by -putting 
up an additional stake, he has a 
chance to win Black's two, plus the 
one he has already lost. Therefore, 
he is now getting odds of 3-1. In- 
genious but fallacious. White can 
win nothing unless he puts up an 
extra stake, in which case he has 
a chance to win two from Black. 
But he still stands to lose his 
original stake, and to "win nothing 
more. He will now either win two, 
or lose two. He has merely doubled 
his liability on a disadvantageous 
proposition. In other words, instead 
of taking the odds, he has paid, 
with an even money bet, to keep 
alive an odds-against chance. 
The only valid reason lor laying 
the odds, which is what this amounts 
to, lies in the fact that, if the lead 
is regained, the odds on winning 
at once become greater than the 
actual mathematical 
chance, be- 
cause, if redoubled, the opponent 
is in turn confronted with the con- 
sideration of lessened opportunity, 
and will resign a. certain propor- 
tion of games which, if finished, he 
would have won. 


On the other hand, many doubles 
are based on an apparent ad- 
vantage which, on analysis, lessens 
or disappears. The ability to assign 
to progress and position their cor- 
rect relative values can only tie ac- 
quired by experience, but it is an 
invaluable aid in this situation. For 
instance, 
the 
doubler 
certainly 


thinks his advantage considerable— 
but is it? The fact that he has ten 
men home, against four, may be 
completely offset by the hazardous 
positions. of his outside men. His 
men may be far ahead in progress, 
but, if they are so.placed that ex- 
posures are probable, the advantage 
of such a lead may be heavily dis- 
counted. There are many advan- 
tageous positions which need only 
a few good throws to be impregna- 
ble, but are only one bad throw 
from vulnerability. 'How many of 
these bad throws are possible? And 
are men in a position to take ad- 
vantage of them? 


Therefore, while doubling has un- 


doubtedly provided a unique attrac- 
tion to the game, it has also, ..and 
desirably, tremendously emphasized 
the value of skilful analysis. s 


"When both are throwing off, 


and it is Black's throw, if "White 
has already removed five men, and 
Black four. Black is one-half a 
throw ahead of White, because, 
when he has made his throw, he 
will probably be able to rsmove two 
men, and he will then have thrown 
off six. In like manner, if, prior to 
Black's throw, both had removed 
five men each, Black -would be a 
full throw ahead of White, because 
he could expect to remove two men 
with his throw.

Writer Believes Better 


Pay Would Overcome 


Present Evils. 


CHICAGO, March 21—(I.N.SJ — 


Annual expenditures of $1,800,000,- 
000 in public funds are handled an- 
nually by state legislators receiving 
salaries ranging from $2 to $10 a 
day, a wage that "would be scorned 
by a plumber, a plasterer or a 
bricklayer," Henry W. Toll, director 
of the American Legislators' asso- 
ciation declared in an article in 
"State Government," official publi- 
cation of the organization. 


Indirectly pointing out that in the 


low salaries paid legislators might 
be found the answer to the problem 
of graft, bribery and other unsatu- 
factory 
conditions 
in legislative 


circles, Toll in his article stated: 


"A political campaign costs money 


—even a little one such as the 
typical candidate for the state legis- 
lature puts on. But since his cam- 
paign is conducted to advise the 
voters that he is prepared to work 
for nothing, it must be paid for 
from private funds. 
Will the can- 
aidate foot the bill himself? 
If 


he , does, we wink 
and 'wonder 


where he's going to recoup that 
money from?' 
If he does not, we 


wink because he has permitted the 
underwriting of his election by a 
public utility magnate, by a local 
insurance organization, by the good 
old political boss, or by any one of 
a hundred other individuals or or- 
ganizations 'interested in seeing the 
right kind of men in the legisla- 
ture.' " 


Eight Above Average. 
Toll found only eight states in 


which the salary of legislators was 
considerably 
above the 
average 
These were: Illinois with $3,500 per 
term; Pennsylvania 
$3,000 per 
term; New York, $2,500 per term; 
nd California, Ohio, Arkansas, West 
Virginia and Arizona. 


In thirty-seven states, the legis- 
lators daily wage ranges from $2 to 
$10 a day for- the period during 
which the legislature is' in session 
only. 
The average salary for a 
legislator in twenty-five states is 
$4.80 a day for the period of legis- 
lative 
session . only, the 
article 


pointed out, maintaining that the 
present salary scale means that the 
typical legislator is merely reim- 
bursed for part or all of his ex- 
penses in living at the state capitol 
during the session, out that he re- 
ceives no compensation from his 
state for any of his services. 
- Less Than Stenographer. 
"If the salaries paid in most of 


the states were regarded as com- 
pensation and not as mere expense 
money, it would imply that a legis- 
lator's services are worth less than 
those 
of the 
stenographer 
who 
writes his letters, and in cases less 
than the foot-service of the page 
who runs his errands,"' Toll said. 
"The typical law-maker devotes to 
feis legislative work almost his en- 
tire time during the weeks of the 
session, and a great deal of time, 
during- the many other months vt 
his term, but for all this time he 
receives nothing."

Cedar Waxwing

In speaking about most birds we 


can tell about when they can be 
looked for, and where they can be 
found. It is not so with the cedar 
waxwings. We might call them bird 
gypsies. They" may be here today 
and tomorrow they cannot be found. 
Around here, April and May are 
the months when they have been 
most often seen. A few may have 
spent the summer and nested about 
here, but they usually go farther 
north before 'their little flocks, as 
we see them, are broken up and 
the birds scattered. It is really a 
rare thing to see a single bird or 
a pair of them here. 
They number any way from eight 
and ten to forty and fifty in the 
flocks .that are seen. 
' They have been seen in March 
and some years they have stayed 
over into June but not far into 
either month. You may even hear 
of a nest and need not wonder 
very much.. 


A little flock of birds either flit- 
ting through the air of resting, in 
a tree together may be taken for 
cedar waxwings if you hear a lot 
of soft lisping sounds. They give 
out thfe low lisping "tsiep" when 
they fly" as well as when they are 
chatting together in the trees. You 
may hear it even when you do not 
see the birds. 
Although you may be able to say 
"Those are cedar birds," even be- 
fore you get a good look at them. 
yet everyone wants to see what 
they look like. Their coats are soft 
and silky. The browns and grays 
are so mixed as If they were woven.

Mrs. John G. Maher, who is visit- 
ing in European nations, with her 
husband, Colonel Maher, and their 
daughter Catherine, is depicted in 
the following excerpts from a let- 
ter written by her to the folks at 
home: 
Have had several busy days in 
here and not had time to write, 
however, I will try to tell all we 
have seen and done since last Sat- 
urday when we pulled away from 
the harbor at Funchal, Maderai, 
without going ashore due t oa revo- 
lution £'nd the inability of the po- 
lice to give adequate protection. 
Sunday, after lunch we came in 
sight of Casa Blanca. We had been 
in sight of the coast of North 
Africa from about 10 o'clock. It was 
a low plain rising slightly hilly a 
ways back from the shore, but not 
in any sense mountainous. It was 
fine and green and the immediate 
shore line was orange, something 
the color of Virginia soil. That 
color of soil persisted in land in 
southern Spain, also, we discovered 
yesterday. 


We went ashore in the ship's 
launches, four of them, carrying 
sixty passengers each. A great con- 
crete break-water is built out into 
the harbor here and seemed to be 
quite a piece of enginering, but as 
we came near to it and could dis- 
cern the characters sitting on its top 
we decided that we were in a foreign 
land—for these were white ttirbaned 
Arabs in flowing white cloaks, dirty 
but white, red-capped fezzed Arabs 
indicating that they were unmar- 
ried and dark-skinned Moors in all 
sorts of garb, .but scarcely any at 
all in regulation dress as we know 
that dress to be. 


See Harem Women. 


Most of the women were harem 
women, with flowing robes and 
heavily veiled faces—a white mus- 
lin cloth wrapped about the head 
and held over the face so as to 
leave nothing exposed except the 
eyes. We got into cars at the wharf 
and went for a ride around the 
town and into "old town" which 
rivals anything I have ever seen 
and can only be described and 
imagined if you bave all the powers 
of imagination. First went to the 
Sultan's palace, the ruler of Moroc- 
co. He was away and were were 
privileged to go through the gar- 
Jens an dsee the room where he 
had his coffee and the tower where 
he slept and the doors^ where the 
women of the harem enter the 
premises. The gardens were very 
lovely, intensely cultivated and laid 
off into beds. 
The ladies of the harem have 
their own private waited garden. As 
some of them were in there we 
were not allowed to enter but that 
did not forbid our peeking through 
the keyhole of the gate and getting 
a view of one of the "beauties" 
there, while she "was fixing the 
lacing: of hr sandal. 


Walk Through Town. 
We got out of the cars to go 
through old town, for the streets 
are too narrow to admit anything 
except a donkey, not hitched to 
anything of course. The streets 
were paved with cobble stones and 
the sewage ran down the middle 
and smelled all over the place. 
Along the sides of this passage- 
way were all sorts of shops selling 
food, mostly cakes, tamale, fruits, 
bread, everything stretched out on 
the sidewalk with the merchant 
sitting cross-legged beside it. There 
were men fixing shoes, and barbers 
shaving faces and entire heads 
right out there under your very 
feet. 
The shops Were rather cell-like 
affairs big enough for one or two 
cross-legged merchants or workers, 
open to the front entirely. In the 
tailor shops they were weaving and 
sewing Moorish clothes by hand. 
We were followed by dozens of 
beggars and vendors, all asking for 
money ,and looking up with appeal- 
ing glances, saying "no father, no 
mother." 
There are more orphans in that 
glace than in all the United States, 
efore we got through the old 
town we were nervous. It was hard 
to keep track of the guide in the 
narrow crowded street and the ac- 
cumulated crowd was somewhat 
terrifying if you thought of the 
possibility of being stranded among 
them. They did not speak English 
but French. They did know "Money, 
no father, no mother." 
Visit Bazaar. 
After going through the old town 
we went down to the bazaar: the 
town being Mohammedan, Friday is 
their day consecrated to Allah. The 
bazaar had all sorts of Morocco 
leather but our time was very short 
and we had to bargain quickly. 
What we bought Is very good but 
we could have gotten the things 
much cheaper if we had had more 
time. We came back to the boat 
about 6 o'clock thrilled by the sight 
of so intensely foreign a spot and 
exhausted by the buffeting and 
bargaining. This is the first cruise 
in six years to put into port over 
there so we were fortunate in get- 
ting a sight of it at all. 
No one dressed for dinner due to 
late arrival on the boat, and due 
to the fact that we would all have 
to get up early to make the train 
to Granada the next morning. 
Monday mornine we 
steamed 
through the straits into the harbor, 
of Gibraltar. In Algeciras bay. Back 
of us lies the coast of Africa dis- 
cernible from the deck of the ship, 
on three sides of us lie Spain with 
the Tittle town of Elgecir as lying

At thc wharf we got onto a 
Spanish special train bound for 
Granada. This train was much more

seen it. Little cars one entered from 
the rear, one door led into a toilet, 
thc other into the car proper, or 
rather into a corridor running the 
length of the car. 
From this corridor, the compart- 
ments opened. They seated from 
four up to eight or so. We managed 
to get one for four and no one dis- 
turbed the three of us so we. did 
not have to exert ourselves visiting. 
The country side was fascinating, 
like scenes from a play, fertile 
fields green with new wheat, or 
just being planted, all by hand ex- 
cept the plowing which was being 
done by bullock teams. The sowing 
was broadcast though just as Joe 
Kenanrd demonstrated. Grapevines 
were all cut back as the growth 
each year in this fertile country is 
all that is needed or desired. We 
passed thousands of cork trees 
stripped of their bark, or being 
stripped, and • lovely orange 
and 
tangerine groves, the fruit being a 
rich golden orange, much redder 
than U. S. oranges. 
Perhaps 
the 
most 
marvelous 
thing was the olive groves, culti- 
vated and cared for with the great- 
est kind of organization and stretch 
right over the hills. California of- 
fers an excellent Imitation of Spain 
in its fruit culture. Much of the 
ground was irrigated in places by 
ditches bringing the water down 
from the mountains, but with no 
elaborate system of irrigation such 
as we have. The Spanish towns and 
the crowds that came out to see 
the special train were as interest- 
ing to us as any other feature of 
the ride of 185 miles. All the archi- 
tecture was we see it imitated only 
more so—the gardens and 
the 
courts in connection with even the 
simpler homes were most Interest- 
ing. A flight of steps up to the 
level of a garden paved but with 
pots of blooming flowers all about 
it was a feature of even the mod- 
est houses. 
Have Fair Skins. 
The people were fair 
skinned 
with beautiful black hah-, rosy 
cheeks and fine, spiritual faces. 
Many of the Moors had beautiful 
faces at Casa Blanca, but they were 
sensual and lacked the fineness of 
the average Spanish countenance. 
They loved to look slyly and smile 
at you as though that were some- 
ihing quite devilish—as the brassy 
blond weighing some 225 or so, said 
on. the train, "They're right flirta- 
tious, I tell you." She spent most 
of the day worrying because the 
donkeys all had too heavy loads to 
carry and said she spent most of 
tier time at home helping out un- 
tiappy horses. 
Well, we arrived at Granada at 


7:45 p. m.—a very long, hard ride, 
but an interesting one. The stewards 
from the boat came with us and 
brought bottled water, hot coffee in 
thermos bottles and a box lunch of 
sandwiches, fruit and cake. We 
were taken in cars to the Alhambra 
Palace hotel, a pink stucco hotel of 
elaborate design just before the 
real Alhambra. 
Assigned to Rooms. 
We were assigned two rooms, 
joined with a bath between, and 
all modern conveniences. French 
casement windows opened 
from 
each room out onto the balconies, 
and from there we could look right 
out at the distant snowy-capped 
Sierra Nevadas and just against 
their slopes the Alhambra, a faded 
red structure of towers and walls, 
and just across at the gray marble 
of Charles Fifth palace. A fountain 
played in the court yard below the 
window, and sounded very refresh- 
ing and Spanish. We had dinner at 
eight o'clock, a really Spanish din- 
ner that was anything but good— 
there being a fish course and three 
meat courses. 
Next morning" we wakened at si: 
and went to the Royal chapel 
where Ferdinand and Isabella are 
buried as well as Joan, the Mad, 
and her husband Phillip of Austria. 
We went to the old and enormous- 
ly large 'Cathedral where there 
must have been twenty chapels, all 
decorated in gold in the Spanish 
baroque style—Elizabeth would have 
recognized 
the 
golden altar of 
Panama several times in going 
around the building. 
A half dozen masses were in 
process of being said and various 
attendants were there in kneeling 
postures, most devout and suppli- 
ant—no chairs or kneeling benches 
—they crouched on the floor, or 
on the altar steps, or in the cor- 
ners. 
A priest took us into a room back 
of one of the chapels and showed 
us the jewel casket from which 
Isabella took her jewels to give 
them to Columbus—the original 
Moorish flag which was taken down 
from the Alhambra at its surrender 
for the replacement of the cross, 
in 1492.—and the. huge iron key, to 
the Alhambra which Bobadil sur- 
rendered to Isabella and Ferdinand 
when he left, driven with the 
Moors into North Africa. 
Describes Alhambra. 


The Alhambra is a collection of 
towers and halls, many of them 
built .around courts. ,but all joined 
together by an outside wall, making 
one continuous palace. We remained 
In the Alhambra and the gardens 
of the Generaliffe. the palace which 
the Moorish kings used as a sum- 
mer home and which was built at 
a higher altitude overlooking some 
of the gardens. We saw it thor- 
oughly in four hours. We went into 
the old Roman, section built in 900, 
intQ the prison towers, the bath, 
rooms and the old Moorish ceme- 
tery^smw the tower from -which 
Bobadil left, closing the door and 
asking Isabella never to permit it 
to be opened. The door is still 
closed,, though, the tower is almost 
in ruin.Scene Spanish lamch- 
We were very tired and returned 
to the hotel for another Spanish 
lunch. Everything was very ex- 
pensive. I saw nothing that I want- 
ed to buv. John -wanted a package 
of Camels, the attendant who spoke 
in English said "A dollar." He 
caught nay expression of indignity 
and changed it to ""Four pesetas. 
sir" about 50 cents. We all had 
Spanish money, but their prices 
are ranged for dollars, the only 
coin internal Spain knows. 
Next morning -we took » tour 
over to Gibraltar. The city has 
about sixty thousand inhabitants 
and is built right on thc side of 
the rock. You can picture the 
width of the roads and the sort of 
sidewalks here, since it must all be 
hollowed out of solid granite rock. 
There are practically no automo- 
biles on thc rock, for the roads are 
too narrow for anyUilns except 
small carriages, which look like 
diminutive surreys. 
There are two seats facing each 
other, but ttie seats are so narrow 
and set so close together that, two 
people only ride 3n the thing. One 
horse puEs it. We rode three in the 
carriage so as to stay together, and 
discovered that there was another 
reason for two only riding. John 
had to get out and walk up the 
steepest places, as did the driver. 
We went to the fortification and 
Catlwrioc and some of the others 
climbed up the road about 550 feet 
higher, to see caEeries bu2t ia »

WT was great fun to watch the 
-•• magic Tine grow and blossom. 
The first four flowers had been 
Just about the prettiest ever seen, 
according to the members of the 
club. One of the group had raised 
the question as to whether the 
third long -vine should be 'an exact 
duplication of the first vine. "We 
might use the same flowers, don't 
you know, but •work them out in 
different colors.'* The club was 
about evenly divided as to the wis- 
dom of this, 


"You know in the old fashioned 
quilts which 
our 
grandmothers 
made much of the beauty lay in 
the repetition and more or less 
geometrical pattern. If we make the 
flowers different colors in all four 
vines aren't -we going to 3os« some 
of the beaut? and simplicity which 
•would come from repetition?" Such 
•was the argument of the otber side. 
Finally the group did the sensible 
thing and agreed to let each person 
work out her own idea. But in all 
cases the patterns for the third and 
first leagtiT'eHe vine were identical 
The second and fourth vines grew 
the stone flowers nhich differed of 
course from the first and third. 
The flower chosen for the next 
blossom on the magic vine was a 
member of the orchJd family. It 
•was called "blue eyed grass.™ As 
Nancy said, one would never think 
of having soch a Dower growing «n 
a fat chubby stem. It betorrcs on 
a reedy, grass-like stem, but sJncc 
this U the vine that never, never 


grew it is quite permissible to put 
the starry blossom on the magic 
vine. 
* 
The color should be blue, not too 
deep or strong a blue. The cento- 
should be of pale yellow, or of 
white. There are two ways of de- 
veloping this. The part which is 
dark in the pattern of the flower 
might really be the white back- 
ground showing through. This 
would mean that the petals were 
so cut that the base of them made 
the open, white center. 
The entire' square of the day's 
pattern teas cut out and pasted on- 
to light weight card board or tag 
board. When It was thoroughly dry. 
and it is best to dry this under 
pressure or between the pages of 
a heavy book, the various parts of 
the pattern were cut out. 


The petal patterns are alike, so 
that one petal will serve' for the 
five. After Nancy had designed this 
pattern she discovered that the 
blue eyed grass had six petals. She 
told the members that they might 
add a sixth petal by overlapping 
the original five. That proved easy 
for the experienced necdicworkeTS. 
in any case the pieces were cut 


from fast color gingham or print. 
A quarter-inch on all sides was 
allowed for taming under. The 
stem was cut from a bias strip of 
green and was made twice as wide 


as the original. This allowed plen- 
ty of material to turn under. 
The leaves were cut frost Ihe 
same dark green as the stem. The 
overlapping leaf the rip of which 
is indicated in the pattern will be 
applied after the next block is 
finished. 
After the raw edges of pieces had 
been turned under, basted and 
pressed, they were laid on the six 
and one-half inch square of white. 
They were pinned, then basted in 
place. And then were appliqucd 
with small, slanting invisible hem- 
ming stitches. 
The thorn-like points were worked 
with fast color blue embroidery 
cotton. The dotted lines at the top 
of the flower indicate the overlap- 
ping leaf which is put in place 
•when the trillium block and this 
one have been seamed or pieced to- 
gether. And after t*o blocks of 
this pattern had been made the 
club members enjoyed blueberry 
muffins -with the blueberry jam 
and tea.

cate colors in their plumage, a very 
pretty shape, and very gentle nnd 
dainty ways.

Before the berries are ripe they 
eat all kinds of insects and great 
amounts of them for they are great 
eaters coming as they do in little 
flocks.

They usually 
leave here before the cherries are 
npe, but they may sometime stay 
and show you that they like your 
cherries.

COURT REVOKES 


HYDE'S RULING 


Order S u s p e n d i n g St. 


Louis Commission Men 


Is Overruled. 


Stock Dealers, However, 


Must Resume Trad- 


ing With Co-Ops. 


DANVILLE, 111., March 1—(UP) — 


Tinx-e federal judges sitting cnbanc 
today revolted Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Arthur M. Hyde's order sus- 
pending the trading privilege of the 
St. Louis livestock commission men 
who boycotted co-operative live- 
stock concerns. 


The judges, however, sustained 


Hyde's ruling that the commission 
men must resume dealings with the 
boycotted firms. 


At the same time, the judges 


directed the co-operatives to do 
business with the commission men 
on the same basis they deal with 
other customers. 
The court's action, concurred in 


by Federal Judges Alschuler, Lind- 
ley and Wham, was based on a peti- 
tion in which the commission men 
.••ought to restrain the department 
of agriculture from enforcing the 
order, which was to have become 
effective March 26. 


In announcing its decision, the 


court allowed the petitioners thirty 
days in' which to file an amended 
petition, and granted the govern- 
ment thirty days thereafter in 
which to answer. A final hearing, 
if required, will b2 held within 
ninety days. 


Feared End of Business. 


Counsel for 'the commission men 


contended that enforcement of the 
i uspension order would completely 
paralyze the business of the Sc. 
Louis terminal market. 


The boycott established by the 


petitioners against the National 
Order Buying Co. and the Producers 
Livestock Commission Co. was de- 
fended as necessary to keep the 
commission houses from being forced 
cut of business. 


It was further contended that the 


co-operatives violated a livestock 
exchange rule that one person or 
corporation cannot froth buy and 
tell. 


The argument was advanced that 
the company was insolvent and 
that traders should not be com- 
pelled to dp business with it. 


Finally, it was argued that both 


co-operatives were oractically the 
same company, financed by the fed- 
eral farm board, and that 'Hyde's 
order, if enforced, would give the 
concerns the power to regulate the 
market to the detriment of the 
farmers.

In one drawer they dis- 
covered two quart bottles of whisky 
They proceeded to imbibe, forcing 
the employes to sip from the bottles.

Andrew Fodor. the building super- 
intendent, entered.

Remarking that in both major 
parties there has been an attempt 
lo meet the prohibition issue with 
silence, he declared. "I am satisfied 
that the American people will not 
1st us forget it. The issue cannot 
be avoided or evaded."

BIRTH CONTROL 


STIRS COMMENT 


Criticism Voiced* by the 


Catholic Archbishop 
and Lutheran Leaders. 
NEW YORK, March 21— <INS>— 


Clerical circles throughout the na- 
tion resounded today with opinions 
on the "guarded approval" of birth 
control as a form 01 "effective con- 
trol of the size of the family and 
the spacing of children," voiced by 
the committee on marriage and the 
home of the Federal Council of 
Churches of Christ in America. 
The report was signed by twenty- 
two members of the committee, rep- 
resenting more than 22.000,000 Pro- 
testants in the United States of all 
leading denominations except the 
Lutheran. "Among the signers were 
Mrs. 
John 
D. • Rockefeller, jr., 
George W. Wickersham, and Mrs. 
John Ferguson, president of the 
National C o un c i 1 of Federated 
Church Women. 
Chief among those approving the 
report was Mrs. Margaret Sanger, 
pioneer proponent of birth control. 
"It is a real testimony of prog- 
ress," she said. It is a recognition 
of the real scientific approach. The 
big thing is that a group of people 
have t h r u s t 
aside, with one 
courageous push, the hypocrisy and 
evasion that have veiled this im- 
portant 
part 
of 
our lives for 
centuries."

Archbishop Michael J. Curry of 
the Maryland archdiocese of the 
Roman Catholic church, expressing 
his denomination's known position 
on the subject, declared that the 
council's "approval of birth control 
by contraceptives" is "a confession 
of moral bankruptcy." 


The other dissenters were Rev. 
John M. Bramkamp of Chicago, 
president of the Illinois Lutheran 
synod, and Dr. Walter A. Maier of 
St. Louis.'professor in the Concor- 
dia Theological seminary, a Luth- 
eran Institution. 
Dr. Maier declared that birth 
control, "as popularly understood 
today and involving the use of con- 
traceptives, is one of the most re- 
pugnant of modern aberrations, rep- 
resenting a Twentieth century re- 
newal of pagan bankruptcy." 
"It is reprehensible for several 


reasons," Dr. Maier said. "It sets 
aside the divine injuncton to 'be 
fruitful and multiply,' and a long, 
list of scriptural endorsements of 
parenthood. It tends to degrade 
motherhood, and through its in- 
volved association - with companion- 
ate marriage and similar laxities, 
to weaken marriage ties."

Bramkamp 
warned 
Lutheran pastors to "be very care- 
ful of expressing endorsement of the 
council's findings" and commented 
that "the difficulty with birth con- 
trol lies in the fact that human na- 
ture is ready to take advantage of 
every loophole." 
Dr. R. Andreas Bard, pastor of 
St Mark's Lutheran church at Kan- 
sas City, said he could see no rea- 
son why "the intelligence God has 
given us to control nature which 
we are doing in many other ways 
should not be used in the control 
of birth."

Both Tyrrell Krum, defense at- 


torney, and C. Wayland Brooks, as- 
sistant state's attorney, were of the 
opinion the remaining four jurors 
will be found then. 
Although Brooks has caused dis- 


missal of all prospective jurors with 
scruples against the death penalty, 
he refused to comment on reports 
that the state would demand capital 
punishment for the St. Louis gang- 
ster. Prosecption Plans Secret. 


The secrecy Brooks and Assistant 
State's Attorney Charles S. Rathbun 
have thrown around the prosecu- 
tion's plans left the defense in a 
quandary .as to its own procedure.

UMMER comes and lin- 


gers for a time, and 


goes again. But she does not 
die. She just kisses the tips 
of her fingers to the poor, 
dear North she's been visit- 
ing, and skips away to the 
sunny southland from whence 
she came. In going, she takes 
with her the flowers and 
birds, but she brings them 
back in the spring to lend 
their beauty and music to 
country-side, village, city, 
farmstead and parks every- 
where. 


Only a few months ago, 


with the coming of the first 
chilly days of fall, the har- 
binger 
of winter, summer 


took her flight, leaving in its 
wake naught but cold, gray 
days. Parks and woodlands 
•were denuded of flowers and 
birds. The beauty of earth 
was gone and the song of the 
forest was stilled. In their 
stead had come lawns and 
fields, bare, and brown, the 
soughing of winds as they 
raced through the latticed 
treetops, wailing their tune- 
less dirge. 


Will Come Again. 


But summer will come again and 


•with it aU nature will bloom anew. 
Flowers will spring up over hill and 
down dale, through the valleys, ev- 
erywhere. The grass will be green, 
washed clean by spring rains, and 
child and adult will race far and 
wide glorying in the work of the 
Master Landscape Gardener.

Hundreds of Perennial* 


In addition to these there 
are 
hundreds of perennials that must 
be given attention's they soon will 
be shoving their noses through the 
ground. 


Although double its original size 
the Antelope park greenhouse is a 
"sight"' right now. Into it is crowa- 
ed about twice as much stock as 
should be there, due to the fact 
that it also must house tropic*! 
animals and birds in the winter. 
They are there now and cannot ife 
moved outdoors for at least another 
month, if then. 


Divided in the middle, the south, 


half of the house is used for the 
animals, and. the large plants from, 
the tropics.'including palms, olean- 
ders lemon, trees, water lilies. Cen- 
tury plants, fountain grasses, cereus; 
the night blooming -variety, umbrel- 
la plant, Cuban cane, parrot feath- 
er, water hyacinth, bougamviilea, 
pineapple, geraniums, paper planl, 
ferns, crotons and many others. 
Has Lemon Tree. 


The lemon tree is a gift to the 
parks. Retarded in its development 
by frosting when it was moved to 
the greenhouse it has never fruit- 
ed. Mr- Goebel believes, however, 
that it will come to a proper growth, 
scon, and maybe fruit this season. 


Among the rare plants he has is 
a specimen 
of myrtle. 
This il 
something not often seen in this 
part of the country, and to be ap- 
preciated, must be seen. It is one 
of those flowers usat cannot be 
described. The croton- is a narrow 
leaf foliage, and also rare. 
The 
paper plant grows in the water. Ils 
stem is several feet long. Slender 
and of a transparent green, at the 
top it shoots out a grasslikc lcs.T 
that hangs outward and droops over 
very much resembling the spray of 
a fountain. 


The pineapple plant grows lovtr 
and when fully developed covers 
much ground It has a ribbon leal 
bordered with green- The parrot 
feather is. as the name indicates;, 
a feathery sort of plant. It grows 
quite tall and has a very tiny white, 
fuzzy bloom that grows against the 


Ona o* Oddities. 


The bougainviliea is one of the 
oddities of the park flora. A tall 
and spreading bush, the leaves are 
lone and narrow. As the season 
progresses, the leaf, which is quite 
green, begins to curl and then turns 
into a flower with four petals of a. 
dark pink shade. This is the only 
one fa the park. Mr. Goebel ex- 
pects, however, to hare another 
soon. It will be red. He also is 
making inquiries about a third va- 
riety of which he has heard- 
Fountain grass is propagated by 
taking cuttings from the old plants. 
SanseTJerias is a plant that is used 
in cactus beds, or :n porch boxes. 
It has a flecked leal of a whitish 
color which shades lo yellow on the 
edges These specimens, along witli 
a century plant and others, general- 
ly arc combined in a large bed. 
The night blooming ocrcus 3s the 
pride of the park florist. 
There 
nas been one in the park Tor Ih-o 
last several years, and each yea- 
has seen one blooming. They haae 
bloomed well.

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A NEBRASKA 'MAN-HUNT' COVERS FIVE STATES 


LONG, EXHAUSTING, SMONTH'S CHASE AFTER HAY SPRINGS BANK ROBBERS ROUNDS UP EVERY BANDIT

O 


N September 18. 1930, 
the First National bank 


of Hay Springs was robbed 
of $14,000 by a gang of five 
men. 
The following day the 


newspapers declared that the 
bandits had made -their es- 
cape and that officers were 
without any clews to their 
identities. 
Subsequent de- 


velopments proved the truth 
of this story — the bank rob- 
bers had outwitted the offi- 
cers and made a clean get- 
away. 


But 
today, six months 


after 
the 
robbery, 
every 


member of the gang which 
looted the Hay Springs bank 
is in custody of officials of 
the law. Four of the gang 
are serving long prison terms 
and the fifth man, who also 
admits his guilt, is being re- 
turned to this state to be 
sentenced. 


The story of this bandit 


hunt, which led to arrest of 
members of the gang in New 
Mexico, 
Indiana, 
Oregon, 


Kansas and Nebraska, is also 
the story of modern law en- 
forcement methods. 


Tales of man hunts of bye-gone 
days included Incidents of tracking 
desperadoes on horseback and on 
foot across deserts, over the moun- 
tains. through forests and down 
canyons. These chases always ended 
in fist fights or gun battles. The 
officers, who were successful,- got 
their men because of their trusty 
steeds, their ability to follow tracks, 
their quickness on the trigger or 
their "sixth sense." 
Weapons Arc Prosaic. 


Of course f irearms enter into the 
actual capture of bandits today but 
even these are likely to be modern 
weapons like gas and tear bombs or 
machine guns that would be strange 
indeed to the- heroes of "Dead Eye 
Dick" days. The principal acces- 
sories of officers today in the trail- 
ing of criminals, however, are much 
more prosaic than those of the old 
two-gun sheriffs. For the Indls- 
pensible weapons of the law today 
are the typewriter, the telephone, 
the telegraph, the microscope, the 
bureau of identification, and the 
records of law enforcement offi- 
cials. 
Even though the bandit liunt Is 
directed largely from a business-like 
office, the successful trailer of out- 
laws still needs the. "sixth sense" or 
"hunch" which enables him to out- 
guess the criminals and to supply 
the missing links in a chain of cir- 
cumstantial evidence. In the Hay 
Springs case, this "sixth sense" was 
supplied by W. C. Condit, who was 
state sheriff at the time the bank 
•was robbed. 


The Plot Is Hatched. 
The history of the Hay Springs 


robbery, which can be determined 
fairly accurately now that the 
bandits are in prison cells, begins 
with the rounding ~up o* the gang 
by Harold "Spike" Dommsse, an 
ex-convict from Minnesota. Dom- 
msse. who had escaped from jail 
at Sioux City, la., on August 3, 
selected four men for the "job" he 
had in mind. 
Reed Webb, 
picked up at Klamath Falls, Ore. A 
six-passenger Buick sedan eblonging 
to a California man also was ap- 
propriated in the Oregon town. 
Douglas DeWItt and Forrest Cook 
were added to the gang near Poca- 
telfo, Idaho. They had been work- 
Ing in the harvest fields in Wyo- 
ming, Montana and Canada— and 
attending church on Sundays when 
thev had the opportunity so they 
told Condit. The fifth bandit was 
enlisted at Cheyenne, Wyo., in the 
person of Claude Hcndryx. Dom- 
nisse and Hendryx f h a d been 
acquainted but otherwise the men 
•rfere strangers to each other, with 
the exception of DeWitt and Cook. 
Temporary Quarters At Cheyenne. 
Cheyenne, Wyo., was the tempo- 
rary headquarters of the quintet. 
Fortified with a gallon of whisky 


a youth of 20, he 


they left Cheyenne for Hay Springs. 
The night prior to the robbery they 
stayed at a farm home near Hot 
Springs, S. D. The next morning 
they drove to Hay Springs. Dom- 
nisse was acquainted with the lay- 
out and had planned every detail 
of the robbery. 
In the stolen-wine-colored Buick 
sedan, the five men drove into the 
little Sheridan county town, which 
Is about 25 miles west of Rushville, 
the county seat, at noon. The car 
was parked in front of the two- 
story frame bank, building, which is 
located on the corner of the main 
street. Webb -emained in the car. 
. The other four men, with drawn 
revolvers, entered the bank. Assist- 
ant Cashier T. R. Morrison was the 
only man in the building. He offered 
no resistance. It took but a short 
time for the bandits to gather up 
the $14,000 in currency and bonds, 
jump into the car waiting outside 
and speed out of town 
Ahum Spread Quickly. 
The alarm was spread quickly. A 
posse of cars started in pursuit of 
the bandits and later an airplane 
joined the search. They had little 
to work on, however, and the hunt 
was fruitless. The bandits later told 
how two groups of officers passed 
them while they were stalled along 
the highway with two flat tires. 
When the gang got to Casper It 
split. The loot .had been divided, 
each man getting about $1,400 in 
cash and the balance in bonds go- 
ing to the leader. 
DeWitt went 


alone, Hendryx and Webb paired 
and Cook and Domnisse also went 
together taking with them the car 
which they abandoned in the hills 
of South Dakotta. 
Undoubtedly the men believed by 
this time that they were safe from 
detection. They were ready to spend 
the "easy money." 
Carefree Spending Fatal. 
It was carefree spending, coupled 
with a "tip" from a friend that led 
to the arrest of Douglas DeWitt at 
Parsons, Kas., on September 21. He 
had taken a taxicab from Cherry- 
vale to Parsons the previous night. 
This indifference to costs resulted 
in a call from police at 8 o'clock In 
the mornnig. They found in his 
hotel room a revolver -and $1,283 in 
cash, with the name of the Hay 
Springs bank on some of the 
bundles, of new $10 bills. - DeWitt 
then admitted his part in the rob- 
bery to police. 
Knowing the 
value of every 
minute of time In attempting to 
round up criminals, Condit arranged 
with the Nebraska State Bankers. 4t r>ossible for anyone to obtain

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association to have DeWitt brought 
by airplane to Lincoln for question- 
ing. His theory was that the sooner 
he got what information he could 
from DeWitt, the better off he 
would be since lie knew that the 
rest of the gang would scatter upon 
hearing oT DeWitts arrest. 
Questioning First Fruitless. 
DeWitt was questioned for an-en- 
tire day by Condit and others. He 
swore up and down that he knew 
the other members of the gang onl> 
as "Spike." "Rabbit," "Bud" and 
Claude Davis. The second day he 
was questioned again at Condit's

Take it away'." 
The Leader Identified. 


With the leader of the outfit 
identified, the officers had some- 
thing to work on. Condit immedi- 
ately got in touch with the Union 
Pacific special agent at Cheyenne, 
told him where the gang had stayed 
prior to the robbery and.gave what 
other information he had obtained. 
The sheriff's office at Cheyenne 
also came to the assistance of the 
Nebraska officers.

They reported back that beyond 
question Claude Bendryx was one 
member of the gang, Forrest Cook 
probably was another and said they 
thought Reed Webb might be the 
fifth man. Then it became a matter 
of determining everything possible 
about these men. Telegrams, tele- 
phone "calls, and letters were sent to 
everyone who could possibly give 
any information. One bit of infor- 
mation was secured one place, an- 
other clue some place else. This in- 
formation was pieced together bit 
by bit until Condit knew consider- 
ably more about the history of 
every one of the Hay Springs rob- 
bers than they would have thought 


Spreading The Dragnet,

been identified, the hunt became

Condit knew that Domnisse was 
traveling under the name of Ted 
O'Connell, had his fingerprints and 
picture and so was able to trace 
him from place to place. The offi- 
cers missed him by seconds at 
Ogden, Utah, and Domnisse later 
told Condit of seeing the police that 
were after him. 


When Condit got word that the 
leader of the gang was at Carrizozo, 
he knew that quick action was es- 
sential. so he called Don Bell, 
manager of the Lincoln Telephone 
and Telegraph Co., and told him 
that if he could get some fast 
service a bank robber would be cap- 
tured. Within five minutes, the 
Nebraska sheriff had talked to the 
New Mexico officer and In half an 
hour Domnisse was under arrest, 
being captured with his wife and 
baby.

There also is a blue lily, and a 
rose-pink one. They are a tropical 
species, and require much atten- 
tion The plants are quite tender, 
being of the bulb type. However, 
there are others that are 
quire 
hardy. They are of the northern 
type, and grow from long roots- 


"Carpets" and "Rugs." 


But it is the north half of the 
greenhouse that 
Is interesting. 
There is where" the "carpets" ana 
"rugs" of ^he park's summer dis- 
play ar* woven—not on a weaving 
machine—In the brain of the chief 
florist. It is In the greenhouse tiut'c 
one finds the plants that are -woven 
Into the borders or these beds, of 
all sizes and styles 
Here are the 
little plants that give to the parr 
the vivid, yet beautiful color com- 
binations at which visitors marvel 
throughout the summer. 
Entering the house the eye is 
first struck with a pool of goW 
fish, almost at one's feet — they 
must be taken inside during the 
winter. Then there is the brilliant 
coloring of the thousands of little 
plants. They are everywhere, some 
no more than an inch tall, and 
none more than a few inches, ex- 
cept the caunas, the most of which 
are to the right, or west side ol 
the house 
Many of the small plants are 
known as coleus- Strangely, there 
are many varieties, and no two are 
alike. Another strange thing is that 
they would all grow into largr, 
sturdy plants if allowed to develop. 
For the most part they send up a 
stalk from the center of the leaf- 
ing, to produce the flowers. As soon 
as the stalk develops, however, it Is 
"snipped" back, and the plant 
dwarfs. 
The Christmas Gem has a light 
red leaf. It is broad and fringed at 
the edges with vellow and green. 
The verschaffellle has a dark red 
leal, -with here and there a touch 
of light red, -while the Ducness of 
Edinborough, also a dark leafeu 
plant, is red only in the center, has 
a velvety finish and a touch of yel- 
low and green in the frige. These 
flowers are used around the liy 
pond and in borders of formal tar- 
dens . 
Two other -varieties are as far 
apart in appearance as it is possible 
for flowers to be. One has a nar- 
row Jeaf- It is purple with a shade 
of brown and a touch of green. The 
other resembles a piece of calico. 
A third, .used for borders, is the 
achyranthes brilliantana. It is a 
deen black-led, and is used consid- 
erably in canna beds. Across the 
aisle, and in strmnge contrast to 
these flowers Is a square of ''Dus- 
ty Miller," a white border plant 
favored for use around dark leafed 
cannas. FaT«rat for Liner*. 


A plant called "lavender cotton10 


is the unique feature of the green- 
house, and is a favorite lor liners 
in rug beds in carpets and for bor- 
ders It does not grow more than 
an inch or inch and a half tall.

kinds of roses. The sun rose Is the 
choice that has been made for the 
rock garden rose bed, a design ol 
which is shown in the picture- They 
come in white and pink, and are 
exceptionally hardy.

The nepalium, is another border 
plant. It resembles somewhat, the 
lavender cotton, but to give the best 
effect it is planted at an angle, the 
plants lapping each other to make 
a solid line of foliage.

Arctic Submarine Trip Seems Foolhardy 


To Lincoln Veteran Of Sea Service 


When Sir Hubert Wilkins makes 
his protected trio to the north pole 
under the ice in a submarine, Art 
Daggett is going to be parking his 
feet on an office desk in Lincoln. 
That's not like Daggett. He's 


nearly lived in subs for about fif- 
teen years, and the under-sea craft 
hold no terrors for him. But speak- 
ing of the Wilkins expedition, Dag- 
gett queried the other day. 


"How 
is he going to get through 


the ice areas? Suppose he hits a 
submerged iceberg? 
Or supposing 


he can't find open water to come up 
in every once in a while to get a 
fresh supply of air?" 
Icebergs loom as the 
greatest 


danger in Daggett's mind 
"There 


is absolutely no way that a sub can 
tell what is ahead of it We do have 
electrical feelers that can detect the 
motors of another snip, but nothing 
that will show an iceberg. 


Can't Stop In Hurry. 


"When you got real close, you 


might be able to find out about the 
iceberg:, but that would be too late. 
A ship can't stop fast enough. I re- 
member once when a sub was back- 
ing away from a concrete pier, and 
the engineer suddenlv made a mis- 
take and started it full speed ahead. 
With only a forty foot run. the im- 
pact with the concrete rolled up the 
bow of the sub for twenty feet. You 
can imagine what would happen if 
you should be running along even 
at six knots and hit an iceberg."

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A BUILDING PROGRAM FOR 


' 
THE UNIVERSITY OF 


NEBRASKA. 
- 


In point of registration and prestige the University 


of Nebraska is the greatest educational institution be- 
tween the Missouri river and the Rocky mountains. 
It has been growing slowly but steadily until each 
year it attracts thousands of young men and young 
women from this and adjoining states. Its record 
is a source of pride to those who contribute finan- 
cially to the university's support. 


For a relatively youthful institution, Nebraska has 


contributed more than her 
proportionate share of 


successful men and women. Her graduates have been 
scattered to the winds and may be found occupying 
positions of responsibility In every section of the 
globe. Some of them have been drawn to the Orient 
with its veil of eternal mystery; some have plunged 
into the fever-infested jungles of darkest Africa, or 
have sought fame and fortune in the limitless plains 
of the Transvaal; others have been fused into the_ 
life of European capitals. 


The people of Nebraska have 
spent millions to 


send these men and women forth into the 
world 


properly equipped. From out of tax funds a campus 
has been created and beautified, more than a score 
of buildings have been constructed and furnished, and 
a faculty has been assembled. It is a task which is 
never completed so long as there is progress. There 
will be need of more buildings and an enlarged facul- 
ty always. Because there is always a new goal—must 
be a new goal—it has been apparent for some years 
the taxpayers have been neither wise nor business- 
like in planning the expansion and development of 
the University of Nebraska. 
* * * 


What Is needed is a definite, long time program of 


building. -'The board of regents has recognized this 
for many years but it has been powerless to proceed 
with any assurance the funds would be available. At 
least a portion of the membership of the legislature 
has seen the advisability of it in times past. Unfor- 
tunately the idea of a definite, long time program of 
development has never taken 
form in legislative 


action. 


Every session provokes the cry of economy. There 


are so many demands upon the treasury; taxes are 
high and resentment against them strong; governor 
and legislators alike are anxious to conform to what 
they believe to be a public demand for economy. If 
times are flourishing perhaps the university succeeds 
in securing an appropriation sufficient to construct 
one of the long deferred buildings. If business con- 
ditions are not favorable, all requests for buildings 
are rejected. 


That it the situation at this present session of the 


legislature. -The fanner has had his troubles. 
The 


business man, the banker, and the manufacturer has 
had his problems. 
As a result Governor Bryan 


slashed every requested appropriation for new build- 
ings at the University of Nebraska and unless the 
legislature restores items for badly needed buildings, 
•there will be no development during the next bi- 
ennium. The same cry was hoard two years ago, and 
two years before that. There.was no money; the tax- 
payer Vas demanding rigid economy. 


It is the policy of folly. The university must have 


money for buildings and for maintenance If it Is to 
stay in the race. It is overcrowded and undermanned 
today. Two years from now there will be the same 
objections to appropriating funds for new buildings 
which are being heard at this time. There will come 
a time when it will be a question of sliding backward 
or raising huge sums of money for doing that which 
we are neglecting to do now. 
* * * 


The very same program which we have followed in 


building the highway system and the new state capi- 
tol should be adopted in the development of the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. We began building roads in 1917 
and we are still busily engaged in it. We will be at 
it five years from now, and probably ten years hence- 
But we spread the burden out over a period of years 
purposely In order that it should not prove a crush- 
ing load upon any single generation. The boy who 
was seven years of age when we began building 
roads is now a grown man. and before we are com- 
pletely finished with the Job it is possible his son 
will be approaching maturity. 


Actual construction work on the new capitol start- 


ed when the man. who will cast his first ballot this 
year, was eleven years of age. We have spent nearly 
ten millions for that building—more than has been 
appropriated for all of the buildings on the campus 
of the University of Nebraska—but it has been spread 
out in accordance wi'h a definite program over a 
term of years ?o that the burden has not beefa un- 
duly oppressive. 


We should adopt a similar program at the Uni- 


versity of Nebraska. There are buildings now which 
are sorely needed. The dormitory system has been 
postponed again and again because in? necessary 
funds were not available. Class rooms are urgently re- 
quired. While this legislature cannot bind future ses- 
sions, it would be a splendid step if it would Sake the 
initiative in » definite, lone liine program ol devel- 
opment. It could Inaugurate the plan by makinc pro- 
vision for the buildines most urgently needed. Ica-rtns 
the selection to the choice of the recent?. Each bi-

THE TIME XO PAVE HIGHWAYS. 


The bid submitted by the Abel Construction com- 


pany of Lincoln of $1.22% per square yard In con- 
nection with the letting of contracts for the federal 
state road system is the lowest ever received in Ne- 
braska. It is 10H cents under the price of $1.33 per 
square yard made at the letting last month. Work 
contracted for at this figure .will result in saving 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in the paving of 
Nebraska's highways. Only a lack of foresight and 
business sagacity will be responsible for the state's 
failure to avail Itself of this splendid opportunity to 
complete sorely needed highways. 


Within a few days, the Bill providing for a 5-cent 


gasoline tax will be reported out of the senate com- 
mittee for consideration. The additional cent of tax 
which it proposes is to be used exclusively in paving. 
roads. Under the present provisions the tax would 
not become effective until January 1, 1932. That 
should be amended to make it operative immediately. 
On the basis of a 5-cent tax Nebraska will be on the 
same level as a large number of the states at the 
present time. She will collect large sums of money 
each year from, tourists from these states which col- 
lect -5 cents per gallon from Nebraskans for the pur- 
pose of building their roads. It is only proper they 
should contribute equally to the Nebraska system. 


But most of all it will give Nebraska paving at a 


lower price than the state will be able to secure for 
many i'ears to come, resulting in a saving of consid- 
erable sums of money. It will provide employment 
needed to put Idle men to work. Of course it is to 
be anticipated there will be opposition to an increase 
of -a cent a gallon in the gasoline tax. Many of us . 
will grumble and then at the end of the year wonder 
what we were grumbling about. 
The autoist who 


drives 10,000 miles a year would pay only $10 more 
annually if there were no saving which, there is. He 
will be driving over paved roads, thereby increasing 
his mileage, and decreasing his tire expense and the 
wear and tear on his car. 


The legislature could take no more constructive step 


at this time -than by providing for a 5-cent gasoline 
tax, the added cent to be used for paving.

to christen all of them. He recalled St. Ursula and 
the eleven thousand virgins who accompanied her, 
however, and called the islands the Virgins. There 
aren't eleven thousand of them, but there are hun- 
dreds. great and small, some of them so minute as to 
scarcely merit the name of island. 


The Virgins have had a varied history. Different 


ones, within a distance of tsro or three miles of each 
other have at the same time belonged to the British, 
French, Danish. Swedish and Dutch, one being owned 
jointly by Holland and France. And the countries 
foaght for these Islands, not on account of their 
productiveness or native -wealth, but because of their 
location, commanding as they do *he entrance to the 
Caribbean.

Water Jfcar Lincoln. 


Lincoln, Neb., March 21.

Before a city votes a bonded in- 
debtedness, it should have the very 
best of reasons for doing so, and we 
claim Lincoln has no such reasons 
at the present time. It is not a 
theory of ours but a -well-established 
geological fact that all rivers and 
creek valleys have a stream of run- 
ning water under the surface chan- 
nel. Here in Lincoln- this under- 
ground channel is down about 150 
feet and is made up of sand and 
gravel through which the water 
flows. They were once on the sur- 
face but have been covered over by 
a later deposit. - 
Antelope valley is one of the 
smaller valleys coming into Lincoln 
but about forty years ago a well was 
sunk into the underground chan- 
nel and is the reason why Lincoln 
has had water for the last forty 
years. In 1904 -we heard the city en- 
gineer teli the council that the well

would furnish four million gallons a 
day regularly -and for emergency 
could furnish five million. * 


The amount of water any valley 


can furnish depends mostly on the 
size of the valley and the amount 
of rainfall. Our rainfall is about 
twenty-five inches but varies some- 
what from year to year. The earth is 
very much like a sponge. It can soak 
up a lot of water and then give it 
out slowly to its underground chan- 
nel which flows steadily all the 
year round. The valleys coming into 
Lincoln discharge into the under- 
ground channel of Salt Creek and it 
into the Platte and it into the Mis- 
souri and Missippi and so to the 
Gulf. If an under ground channel is 
exposed at the lower end it is a 
spring. A spring^ at Great 
Falls. 


Montana flows,' 400,000,000 a day or 
enough for forty cities the size of 
Lincoln and the one at Big Springs 
in Florida is ten times as large. 
Salt Creek is not salty south of Lin- 
coln but gets its salt west of the 
city where there is an old salt lake 
bed. 


Salt Lake City in Utah is larger 
than Lincoln and the salt around 
the lake is estimated at 400,000,000 
tons or three tons for each person in 
the United States but the city has 
the finest of fresh water to use and 
they have it by getting the fresh 
water from higher ground before 4t 
gets to the salt and Lincoln could 
do the same if they would. 
Salt Creek drains over 200 square 


miles or twenty times as much as 
Antelope so it should furnish twenty 
times five million gallons or one 
hundred million gallons a day. If it 
furnished only fifty million a day 
it would supply Lincoln for at least 
a hundred years. Then there is 
Dead Man's Run, a valley longer 
than Antelope, that would supply 
five million gallons a day and is 
within a block of the reservoir in 
University Place. Besides there is 
Stevens Creek close to town and five 
times as large as Antelope. It would 
furnish twenty-five million gallons 
a day and no danger of salt and all 
these streams have better 
water 
than the Platte river. The water 
coming down Oak Creek is better 
than flie Platte river water and of 
considerable volume. Why go to the 
Platte river when, we have more 
water at our own door than the city 
can use in the next two hundred 
years? 


We are asked to vote $2,300.000 
bonds but this will be only a starter 
and next year more bonds will be 
needed to finish the work. The job 
can't be completed for less 
than 


$4,000.000. The interest at 5 per cent 
is $200,000 a year and if we pay the 
bonds in twenty years it will take 
another $300,000. Then, the cost of 
pumping water thirty-two miles up 
a hill one hundred and fifty feet 
high -will take another, $100.000 or 
half a million a year for 75.000 peo- 
ple to pay or approximately seven 
dollars for each, man. -woman and 
child everv year for twenty vears. 
Call it twenty-five dollars a year for 
each family an< it may be more. 


Love and Schroeder say these 
bonds will pay themselves. 
That 


would be glorious, if true, out it isn't 
true. They not only won't pay 
themselves but they will be a clear 
expense above all the taxes we have 
now. When the water gets to Lincoln 
it would go into our reservoirs arid 
then have to be pumped again the 
same as it is now. No single pump- 
ing plant could force it all the way 
to Lincoln, but several booster sta- 
tions would be needed. 
We would like to ask the gentle- 


men in case the bonds are voted and 
they fail to pay themselves, will you 
guarantee to pay them? No honest 
effort has been made to find water 
near Lincoln. The department isn't 
looking for water and they are look- 
ing for excuses to fasten a big bond 
issue on the city and think they 
have found it. Voters look out!

French politics 
are the logical 


products of the national character. 
A Frenchman's heart is natively ad- 
venturous, but his financial instinct 
is inherently prudent and thrfty. 
The people are still divided by the 
revolution, not in its republican or 
monarchal results, but because of 
its social 
and 
economic conse- 


quences. The radicals insist that 
sovereignty comes from the citizen 
and are jealous for his equality. 
They believe with the revolutionists 


in 1789 that each individual has the 
undeniable right to think, speax and 
believe ns he pleases because lit- is 
a sovereign entity in himself. 


The church rejects this theory, 


and its rejection is ivsponsiblc for 
the strong anticlerical sentiment of 
many Frenchmen, It is also respon- 
sible for the. instability of Ficm-h 
administrations. If any one o! UICM: 
which rise and fall so speedily pro- 
poses a major financial measure, the 
radicals, known as "the Left," may 
support it, but the financial and 
vested interests represented by "the 
right" usually oppose it. Thus the 
anomaly which 
puzzler, you 
and 


many others is created by" the tact 
that socially the average Frenchman 
is intensely liberal, but financially 
he is equally conservative. These two 
traits balance public opinion, and 
keep it steady beneath the frequent 
changes of political government. 


The foreign policy of Franco is 
determined in the main by her dread 
of invasion, and not by any lust for 
aggression. War fqr her means a 
ravaged territory within 
French 


frontiers. This calamity the nation 
endeavors to avert by drawing upon 
every possible resource it pois-^es 
at home or abroad. The £a.-e of the 
French voter is fixed on Uio Rhine. 
He endures the burden c. rmlitai.v 
service because he covets tha secur- 
ity he docs not feel he actually ha?. 
Such, as I see it are the predom- 
inant factoVs in current French pol- 
itics.

UNEMPLOYMENT IN 


RADIO INDUSTRY 
SHOWS DECREASE 


WASHINGTON, March 21—(I. N. 


S.)—Preparatory to a seasonal re- 
sumption of activitv in the radio 
industry, employment is increasing 
substantially, according to reports 
to Colonel Arthur Woods, chairman 
of the president's emergency em- 
ployment committee, from Bond 
Geddes, executive vice president of 
the Radio Manufacturers' associa- 
tion of New York. 
"Radio manufacturing is seasonal 


to a large extent," Geddes said. 
"Our peak production usually be- 
gins in June and extends into 
August or September. We believe 
this seasonal expansion will occur 
this year to an extent governed by 
special conditions relating to the 
demand for products. 
"In anticipation, 
receiving set 


manufacturers already have begun 
to place orders, thus stimulating 
production among parts, speaker 
and accessory manufacturers. The 
increase in labor already has been 
considerable with more to come as 
the season advances." 


Seek Spread Employment. 


Geddes' organization represents 


200 companies that comprise about 
95 per cent of the output of tha 
entire radio industry. As last sum- 
mer's peak employment for the en- 
tire industry was about 35,000 per- 
sons, including both wage earners 
and salaried personnel, Geddes said 
the association was urging member 
companies to consider every means 
to spread the work among as many 
persons as may be economically 
practicable. 


"Wage rates are being main- 


tained," Geddes told Woods. 


"This is one of a large number 


of reports received by the presi- 
dent's committee which is circulat- 
ing its suggesstions for industrial 
employment, through the co-opera- 
tion of trade associations." Woods 
said. "More than 100 such groups 
are helping in this work.''

Hoover Plans Broadcast 


Eight Times After 


Caribbean Tour. 


President Hoover will be heard 


on the radio eight times within two 
months after his return Irom his 
present 3,000 mile tour of American 
Island possessions in the Caribbean 
sea, 
the 
National Broadcasting 


company has announced. 


Four of the broadcasts will orig- 


inate in Washington. The first of 
the talks has been set for April 13, 
when the president will address a 
gathering of American Red Cross 
representatives. The following day 
he will address Pan-American dele- 
gates in the Hall of the Americas in 
the Pan-American building. The 
executive has cal/ed on the nation 
through a recent proclamation to 
observe this day, April 14, as Pan 
American day. 


President Hoover's address before 


the International Chamber of Com- 
merce conclave will be conveyed to 
American listeners May 4. His speech 
commemorating the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the American Red Cross 
will be broadcast May 21. On Mem- 
orial day he will make an address at 
historic Valley Forge, in Pennsyl- 
vania. Three Hoover speeches will 
be broadcast during his brief excur- 
sion to the middlewest in mid-June, 
The first of these will be June 15 at 
Indianapolis during the Republican 
Editorial 
association 
convention. 
June 16 he will dedicate the Hard- 
ing memorial in services at Marion 
O. His third address will be made 
afterwards at Springfield, 
HI., in 


dedicating trie remodeled Lincoln 
memorial, tomb of the Great Eman- 
cipator.President Ideal Speaker. 


The president has utilized, to a 


larger extent than any other chief 
executive, the facilities of radio in 
transmitting his messages to the 
American people. Including his eight 
talks to be Riven in the next few 
months, the total number of times 
he has spoken to a nationwide 
audience since becoming president 
will 
have 
reached 
forty-seven. 


Broadcasters refer to Hoover as an 
ideal radio speaker. They say that 
he always is punctual with his 
broadcast dates and neverruns over- 
time in speaking, that he willingly 
co-operates with radio engineers and 
accepts their suggestions as to the 
way he should stand before the mic- 
rophone, and that his voice is one 
of the best for broadcasting pur- 
poses.

To Create Colossal "Radio City"

motion pictures and music a capital in the heart of New York City. 
Particular consideration is being given tcleiision, which it is believed 
will be well out of the laboratory when "Radio City" is completed some 
three or four years hence. 


"Radio City," colossal entertain- 


ment center to be constructed in the 
heart of New York City within the 
next three years, has begun to take 
concrete shape. Cast only in mina- 
ture thus far, the massive archi- 
tectural and building project, cover- 
ing three square blocks, will bring 
together under a collection of roofs 
all forms of entertainment—radio, 
the theater, motion pictures and 
music—with radio assuming 
the 


prime position. 
The central tower, a 65-story sky- 


scraper, will be headquarters for 
the National 
Broadcasting com- 


pany. Merlin Hall Aylesworth, presi- 
dent of the NBC, has announced the 
chain will move into the building as 
soon as it is ready. May 1, 1933 is 
the date set for the completion of this 
part of the project. The structure 
will house twenty-seven huge broad- 
casting studios, each of which will 
be equipped for television 
Sight 
broadcastoing will be well out of the 
laboratory and on its way to prac- 
ticability on a nation-wide basis

On the left ana right of the cen- 
tral tower, as shown in the above 
picture, wul be two 45-story towers, 


one of which may be occupied by 
the government of Prance.

Provision is being made in "Radio 
City" for at least two theaters, one 
for sound pictures seating 6,000 per- 
sons, and another equally large 
for vaudeville and spectacle produc- 
tions Space also has been set aside 
for the prooosed new Metropolitan 
Opera house and for a church.- 
Other buildings will house offices of 
the Radio Corporation of America, 
Radio Pictures, the Radio-Keith- 
Orpheum. 
corporation, the RCA

RCA-Victor 


recording studios. 
S. L. Rothafel (Roxy) will be the 


first "mayor" of "Radio City," which 
many prophets believe is a voluntary 
tary attempt by the radio industry 
to remove commercialism from radio 
and put broadcasting on an endow- 
ment basis. The architectural group 
will cost in the neighborhood of 
$250 000,000, and is being financed 
by the John D. Rockefeller, jr., in 
terests. It is being erected through 
co-operation of the RCA and asso- 
ciated companies.

Rising Temperature Stops Howls. 
Howls in a set due to carrier 
waves coming from long distance 
broadcasting stations, are always an 
annoyance 
during 
the 
winter 
months. This condition will be cor- 
rected as the hours of daylight 
lengthen and the distant stations 
find, it difficult to cover the mile- 
age they have during winter. 


The SuperhcterodTne- 


A properly designed and con- 


structed superheterodyne is prob- 
ably the finest possible receiver for 
broadcast reception. A good super- 
heterodyne is difficult to construct 
and it will never be a cheap set. 
A receiver of this type must be 
highly 
selective and thoroughly 


shielded, otherwise it will cause 
howls all over the broadcast band. 
It is possible to construct thorough- 
ly satisfactory heterodynes, and it 
is believed that many of the ex- 
isting and contemplated models are 
quite satisfactory, but the mere use 
of the superheterodyne circuit is no 
guarantee of perfection or even of 
reasonable satisfaction. Even if it 
is quite excellent as a superhetero- 
dyne, it may turn out to be the 
world's worst receiver if 
certain 


fundamentals are not evident. The 
desien defects relate to the imput 
selectivity and to the shielding. 
Always the weaknesses of the super, 
these factors are the more aggra- 
vated with modem tubes with their 
greater sensitixity in reception and 
then: greater power as oscillators. 


When the Set Begins to Whistle. 
ne of the most common causes of 


whistling noise that accompanies 
some stations at night, especially 
on the higher frequencies, is what 
is called heterodyne action between 
transmitters. This condition is the 
same as the beating of two notes 
on the piano or organ. When two 
adjacent notes are keyed on an 
organ, especially low notes . the 
beating or third note is noticed. 
This note corresponds to the het- 
erodyne note generated by the ear- 
ners of two transmitters that differ 
in frequency by the pitch of the 
whistle note. Ordinarily, broadcast 
transmitters are separated by 10.000 
cvcle intervals in order to prevent 
such interference, but there are 
more transmitters than there is 
room for and so some stations are 
compelled to share the same chan- 
nel with others. An attempt is 
made to separate stations -which 
share wavelengths as far as possi- 
ble geographically but. of course. 
there will always be listeners who 
are cqui-distant. more or less, from 
both transmitters and they -srill be 
troubled by the whistle. At night, 
the signals from interfering stations 
have greater coverage and so the 
whistie is more apparent then, 


Receiver Cannot Be Blamed for 


All Trouble, 


When troubled fcy some -unex- 


plained fadinc or noise in the radio 
receiver and after having made cer- 
tain that the trouble is not in the 
receiver nor characteristic of that 
particular signal, begin to loot for 
metal systems or objects in variable 
contact Jn the immediate vicinity. 
Many separate pieces of metal each 
in variable contact with the other 
induce a variable distortion of the 
radio field m the neighborhood of 
the receiving antenna and vary the 
power of Jhc distant transmitter, 
similar to mad static. 


Rattles from Magnetic Speaker. 
VarioiK noises from the magnetic 
speaker can be eliminated by a 
thoronsh inspectoral and tightening 
of all parts. Dirt, especially some 
magnetic material like an iron chip, 
may find its way into the air gap 
between the pole Ups and the 
'speaker armature. This restricts the 
armature motion and causes th<- 


• rattle, Also, the magnetic laeld may i 


be gradually becoming weaker 50 
that on loud notes, double fre- 
quency distortion enters. This can 
easily cause a type of distortion that 
is readily described as a- rattle. The 
only remedy here is to renew the 
permanent magnet or remagnetize 
it.

Static Stopped by High Powered 


Stations. 


Increased power outputs for a 


number of broadcasters, it is be- 
lieved, will improve broadcasting 
service this coming summer. The 
warm months with longer daylight 
periods reduce the effective raagc 
of radio stations. High power docs 
much to overcome the absorbing 
effect of the sun's rays. If there' 
is any summer static in the air high 
power dominates it, so that the at- 
mospheric clicks are scarcely heard. 
Much was heard of the static buga- 
boo prior to 1925, but as soon as 
the stations began to use more than 
500 and 1,000 watts there was less 
Interference from static. 


Old Tubes Spoil Reception of 


Receiver. 


The efficiency of a receiver is re- 
tarded if operated with old ana 
worn out detector and amplifier 
tubes. A vacuum tube may be worn 
out despite the fact that the fila- 
ment glows. There is a coating on 
the filament that is gradually worn 
off, and when it is gone the flow 
of electrons, tiny specks of elec- 
tricity within the jjlass bulb, is 
diminished to the point where re- 
ception is not good. The loss of 
electron emission may cause im- 
paired set performance in a num- 
ber of ways, according to a radio- 
tron engineer. For example, in the 
case of rectifier tubes the loss of 
emission means that the rectifier 
voltage supplied by the tube is re- 
duced to a point which reduces the 
sensitivity of the set. introduces dis- 
tortion in the output, and limits the 
volume at which the jet can be 
operated. 
In the case of output 


tubes 
the 
maximum 
obtainable 


volume is reduced. If this reduc- 
tion in volume is earned to an ex- 
treme, the loud speaker may develop 
a harsh, rasping quality. In the case 
of the detector and audio stages 
somewhat similar effect in quahtv 
is obtained as the tubes wear out. 
In the radio frequency unit a loss 
of sensitivity and corresponding loss 
of volume results.

The main purpose of an auto-

other parts of the circuit will re- 
duce the set's efficiency. This is 
especially important if the plates 
are exposed, but unimportant if 
they are completely encased in a 
metal compartment. 


Radiograms.
